WHEREAS  the  other  segments  of  the  original  project  may  or  may 
not  be  funded  and  implemented,  so  that  there  is  a  strong  possibility  that 
Braintree  could  become  the  permanent  terminus  for  the  commuter  rail

ing.  To  amend  Article  IV,  “Nonconforming  Uses”  -  Section  135-401  - 
Delete  the  words  “Off  Premises”  in  the  first  and  last  sentence.  Article  IX, 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  Signs”  -  Section  135-902  Definitions  -  Delete  in 
its  entirety  the  definition  “Business  Area”  -  add  the  following  new 
definitions  -  “Area  of  Signs.  The  area  of  a  sign  shall  be  computed  as  the 
overall  size  of  the  display,  including  all  backing,  frames  or  castings.  A 
double-faced  sign  shall  be  computed  as  the  area  of  a  single  face,  provided 
that  all  letters  or  characters  on  both  faces  are  identical.  Any  sign  made 
up  of  individual  letters  or  characters  shall  be  computed  by  multiplication 
of  the  overall  length  of  all  letters  including  spaces  between  letters  by 
the  average  height  of  the  letters  including  spaces  between  letters  by 
the  average  height  of  the  letters  or  characters.”  “Gasoline  Service  Station 
and  Repair  Garage.  A  business  facility  with  associated  equipment  to  repair 
and  service  motor  vehicles  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lubrication, 
tire  changing  machinery,  diagnostic  equipment,  et.  This  definition  shall  not 
include  any  specialty  store  of  business  that  has  an  incidental  sale  of  gasoline, 
such  as  convenience  stores  or  auto  part  sales  or  car  washing  facilities 
or  lubrication  specialists,  etc.  “General  Business  Area.  Any  area  included 
within  a  district  zoned  for  general  business  as  defined  under  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  and  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  as  most  recently  amended.  It 
does  not  include  any  area  within  a  district  zoned  for  residential  pur¬ 
poses  under  the  Zoning  By-Law,  as  herein  defined,  regardless  of  whether 
the  area  is  being  lawfully  used  or  is  available  for  such  use  through  a 
variance  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeal,  or  through  a  nonconforming 
use  or  by  any  other  means.” 
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“Highway  Business  Area.  A  Highway  Business  Area  is  an  area  used  for 
highway  business  uses  as  defined  under  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  shown 
on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  as  most  recently  amended.” 
“Industrial  Area.  An  Industrial  Area  is  any  area  used  for  industrial  uses 
as  defined  under  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  of 
the  Town  of  Braintree  as  most  recently  amended.”  “Open  Space  and 
Conservancy  Area.  An  open  space  and  conservancy  area  is  any  area  used 
for  open  space  conservancy  uses  as  defined  in  this  Chapter  and  shown 
on  the  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  as  most  recently  amended.” 
And  further  delete  the  last  sentence  in  the  definition  of  “Sign”,  and 
further  amend  Section  135-903  be  deleting  from  sub-section  (9)  the 
language  “for  any  use  not  contrary  to  the  intent  of  Section  D  of  Section 
135-601  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws,”  And  further  add  a  new  Section  135-903A 
(12).  Any  sign  requested  by  any  Board,  Commission,  Department,  or 
Agency  of  the  town  designed  to  be  directional  or  concerned  with  safety 
of  the  public  or  a  public  convenience.  Said  request  shall  be  filed  in 
writing  with  the  Sign  Review  Board,  and  further  renumber  Section 
135-904  to  Section  135-904.1  and  change  the  title  from  “Business  Area” 
to  “General  Business  Area”,  and  further  add  the  word  “general”  to  the 
first  sentence  in  Paragraph  A  so  the  clause  reads  “in  a  general  business 
area”,  and  further  add  the  following  new  section  135-904.1  A  (6),  “Lease, 
for  rent,  construction  signs.  Any  sign  designed  to  advertise  for  lease, 
and/or  for  rent  shall  be  restricted  to  the  sizes  defined  in  Section  135-904. 
Only  one  such  sign  shall  be  allowed  on  any  building,  and  will  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  135-906.  No  real  estate  signage  will  be 
allowed  for  more  than  six  (6)  months  after  permanent  signage  is  granted 
by  the  Sign  Review  Board.  Construction  signs  may  be  allowed  for  the 
period  of  time  the  building  is  under  construction.  Size  limits  of  construction 
signs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Sign  Review  Board  at  the  time  of 
application,  but  no  sign  larger  than  sixty  (60)  square  feet  shall  be  permitted. 
Said  signs  shall  be  subject  to  the  times  and  fees  prescribed  in  Section 
135-906,”  and  further,  add  the  following  new  sections:  “135-904.2  High¬ 
way  Business  Area.  A.  Permitted  Signs.  In  a  Highway  Business  Area, 
accessory  signs  and  on  premise  commercial  signs  are  subject  to  the 
regulations  set  forth  below: 

(1)  Ground  Signs: 

(a)  No  ground  sign  shall  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  square 
square  feet  in  area.

(d)  No  more  than  one  ground  sign  visible  to  the  major  artery  for  a 
lot  shall  be  permitted. 

(e)  A  sign  visible  to  the  major  artery  shall  contain  the  name  and  address 
of  the  user  to  the  property  and  contain  no  other  advertising  material, 
or  any  commercial  message  unless  specifically  authorized  by  the 
Sign  Review  Board.

(f)  One  ground  sign  visible  to  the  road  or  way  which  provides  direct 
access  to  the  property  may  be  permitted.  Said  ground  sign  shall  be 
no  larger  than  sixty  (60)  square  feet  in  area,  and  be  no  more  than 
twenty  (20)  feet  in  overall  height.  Bottom  capping  of  sign  shall 
be  no  less  than  twenty-  four  (24)  inches  above  ground  level. 

(g)  One  secondary  ground  sign  may  be  permitted  by  the  Sign  Review 
Board  if  it  determines  that  the  nature  of  the  use  of  the  premises, 
the  architecture  of  the  building,  or  the  location  with  reference 
to  the  street  or  way  is  such  that  additional  ground  signs  should 
be  grantd  in  the  public  interest.  The  total  of  all  ground  signs 
should  be  granted  in  the  public  interest.  The  total  of  all  ground 
signs  visible  to  the  access  road  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  (150)  square  feet  in  area. 

(2)  Marquee  Signs:  No  Marquee  Signs  Shall  be  Permitted. 

(3)  Roof  Signs:  No  Roof  Signs  Shall  Be  Permitted. 

(4)  Projecting  Signs:  No  projecting  signs  which  extend  over  a  public 
way  shall  be  permitted. 

(5)  Wall  Signs: 

(a)  No  wall  sign  shall  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  square 
feet  in  area. 

(b)  No  wall  sign  shall  exceed  four  (4)  feet  in  overall  height. 

(c)  No  wall  sign  shall  be  visible  to  the  major  highway,  if  a  ground 
sign  has  been  permitted. 

(d)  A  permitted  wall  sign  visible  to  the  major  highway  shall  contain  the 
name  and  address  of  the  user  of  the  property  and  contain  no 
other  advertising  material  or  commercial  message  unless  specifi¬ 
cally  authorized  by  the  Sign  Review  Board. 

(e)  Sign  Area  is  further  limited  to  one  (1)  square  foot  of  signage  per 
each  linear  foot  of  frontage.  Said  frontage  shall  be  the  linear  feet 
of  the  building  which  faces  the  access  roadway. 

(f)  Wall  signs  for  businesses  occupying  other  than  the  first  floor  may 
be  permitted  by  the  Sign  Review  Board.  Said  permit  shall  require 
the  written  permission  of  the  owner  of  the  property.  Secondary 
wall  signs  shall  not  exceed  forty  eight  (48)  square  feet  in  area. 
No  more  than  two  such  secondary  wall  signs  shall  be  allowed  for 
any  building. 

(g)  No  more  than  one  wall  sign  for  each  store  or  business  occupying 
a  building  shall  be  permitted.  The  aggregate  total  of  all  signage 
allowed  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  square  feet  in 
area.  Sign  permit  may  be  issued  only  after  written  permission 
for  said  sign  is  authorized  by  the  Sign  Review  Board. 

(6)  Lease,  For  Rent,  Construction  Signs: 

(a)  Any  sign  designed  to  advertise,  to  lease  or  for  rent  may  be  per¬ 
mitted  subject  to  the  sizes  authorized  in  Section  135-904.2  above, 
and  shall  comply  with  Section  135-906  of  this  by-law. 

(b)  No  temporary  lease  or  rent  sign  shall  be  permitted  to  display  visibly 
to  the  major  roadway  after  any  permanent  signage  is  permitted 
for  the  property.. 

(c)  Temporary  lease  or  rent  signs  may  be  displayed  and  visable  to  the 
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access  roadway  for  no  longer  than  six  (6)  months  after  permanent 
signage  is  permitted. 

(d)  Construction  signs  may  be  permitted  only  for  the  length  of  time 
the  building  is  actually  under  construction. 

(e)  The  size  of  construction  signage  and  exact  wording  of  said  signs 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Sign  Review  Board  at  the  time  of 
application. 

(f)  Construction  signs  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section 

135-906. 

135-904.3.  Industrial  Area.  A.  Permited  Signs  1.  Signage  in  any 
Industrial  Area  shall  be  permitted  subject  to  the  same  provisions  and 
restrictions  of  Section  135-904.2. 

135-904.4  Open  Space  and  Conservancy  Areas.  A.  Permitted  Signs. 
1.  In  an  Open  Space  and  Conservancy  District,  no  signs  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  except  street  signs  and  safety  signs  designed  to  inform  the  public 
of  hazards,  and  name  street  number  for  any  authorized  building  in  said  dis¬ 
trict.  Any  sign  in  an  open  space  conservancy  district  must  be  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  Conservation  Commission  and  permitted  by  the  Sign 
Review  Board. 

135-904.5  Special  Regulations  for  Gasoline  Service  Stations  and  Repair 
Garages  Only. 

A.  Gasoline  Service  Stations  and  Repair  Garages  may  be  permitted 
signs  subject  to  the  regulations  set  forth  below: 

1.  Service  Stations  or  garages  located  in  a  General  Business  Area,  a 
Highway  Business  Area,  or  an  Industrial  Area  may  be  allowed  signs 
only  after  review  and  as  permitted  by  the  Sign  Review  Board. 

(a)  One  ground  sign  containing  the  logo  of  the  oil  company. 

(i)  In  a  general  business  area  said  ground  sign  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  (60)  square  feet  in  area,  and  shall  be  no  higher  than  twenty 
(20)  feet  above  ground  level. 

(ii)  In  a  Highway  Business  or  Industrial  Area  said  ground  sign 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  square  feet  in  area  and 
shall  be  no  higher  than  forty  (40)  feet  above  ground  level. 

(b)  One  sign  displaying  the  prices  of  gasoline  only 

(i)  Said  sign  shall  not  exceed  thirty  (30)  square  feet  in  area  per  face. 

(ii)  Said  sign  shall  be  no  lower  than  ten  (10)  feet. 

(c)  One  permanently  fixed  sign  advertising  lubricaton  products  not 
exceeding  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area. 

(d)  One  permanently  fixes  sign  advertising  accessories  E.G.  tires, 
wipers,  etc.  not  exceeding  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area. 

(e)  One  permanently  fixed  sign  advertising  services,  E.G.  lube,  oil 
change,  mufflers,  etc.,  not  exceeding  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area. 

(f)  One  wall  sign  displaying  the  name  and/or  company  logo  on  the  build¬ 
ing  not  exceeding  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  square  feet  or  one  square 
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foot  of  signage  per  each  linear  foot  of  building  fronting  on  a  way, 
whichever  is  least. 

(g)  Any  other  signage  attached  to  canopies,  coverings,  pumps,  etc., 
authorized  by  the  Sign  Review  Board  which  are  designed  to  assist 
or  advise  the  public,  and  required  by  state  law  as  to  the  type 
of  product.  Such  additional  signage  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
fifty  (150)  square  feet  in  aggregate  total,  and  further  amend 
Section  135-906.  “Temporary  Signs”  by 
deleting  the  second  sentence  and  replacing  it  with  the  following:  “Before  a 
temporary  sign  shall  be  erected  or  displayed,  a  deposit  shall  be  designated 
by  the  Sign  Review  Board  and  a  permit  shall  be  obtained  from  the  issuing 
authority.  Deposits  required  are  as  follows: 

For  Ground  Signs  -  a  fifty  dollar  plus  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 

fifty  square  feet  or  fraction  therof  of  signage. 

For  Wall  Signs  -  a  one  hundred  dollar  plus  fifty  dollars  for  each 

fifty  square  feet  or  fraction  therof  of  signage.” 

and  further,  by  deleting  the  last  three  sentences  of  said  section.  And  further, 
by  amending  Section  135-908  “Administration”  by  adding  after  the  words 
“Inspector  of  Buildings”  in  the  first  sentence  the  words  “and/or  the 
Code  Compliance  Officer”.  And  further,  amend  Section  135-909  “Non- 
conforming  Signs”  by  deleting  in  the  second  sentence  the  words  “  or 
rewording”,  and  further  by  adding  to  sub-section  C  of  Section  135-909C 
the  words  “Roof  Sign,  or  Projecting  Sign”  after  “Painted  Wall  Sign”. 

MOVED  the  following  amendment  by  Mr.  Murphy  (12):  That  the 
motion  under  Article  29  be  amended  by  deleting  from  Section  135-908  - 
“Administration”  the  words  “and/or  the  Code  Compliance  Officer”.

ARTICLE  2.  -  Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mr.  Galvin  (5)  and  after  dis¬ 
cussion  involving  Mr.  Galvin  (5)  and  Mr.  Oakman  (3),  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED  (8:12  P.M.): 

WHEREAS,  On  May  13,  1640,  a  petition  submitted  by  the  inhabitants 
of  Mt.  Wollaston  was  presented  and  accepted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Governing  Board  making  Braintree 
a  town,  and 


WHEREAS,  in  its  historical  archives,  the  birth  records  of  two  United 
State  Presidents  may  be  found,  those  being  John  Adams 
(1735)  and  John  Quincy  Adams  (1767),  and 

WHEREAS,  the  birth  record  of  the  Commonwealth’s  first  elected  Gover¬ 
nor  may  be  found,  that  person  being  John  Hancock 
(1736),  and 

WHEREAS,  Braintree  is  also  the  birthplace  of  two  distinguished  military 
men,  Revolutionary  Colonel  Ebenezer  Thayer  and  General 
Sylvanus  Thayer,  the  “Father  of  West  Point”,  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  spirit  of  Braintree’s  history  is  thusly  summarized  in  the 
town  records:  “...we  are  determined  by  the  will  of  God  to 
stand  fast  in  liberty  wherewith  we  were  made  free,  and  to 
hazard  life  itself  rather  than  to  submit....” 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  THAT  THIS  Town  Meeting  au¬ 
thorize  and  support  the  implementation  by  its  Board  of  Selectmen  of  a 
Committee  to  begin  planning  for  a  town-wide  celebration  and  formal 
observance  of  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  official  establishment  of 
Braintree  as  a  town. 

ARTICLE  68.  -  Amend  By-Laws  -  Wetlands. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Mullin  (1):  That  the  Town  amend  its  By-Laws, 
dated  May,  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  deleting  in  its  entirety 
Chapter  132  “Wetlands”  and  substituting  therefore  a  new  Chapter  132  as 
printed  in  the  warrant. 

MOVED  the  following  substitute  motion  dyly  made  by  Mr.  Stanley 
(12):  To  substitute  the  motion  under  Article  68  as  printed  in  the  Warrant 
with  a  substitute  motion  under  Article  68  as  follows:  That  the  Town  vote  to 
amend  its  By-Laws,  dated  May,  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by 
deleting  in  its  entirety  Chapter  132  “Wetlands”  and  substituting  therefore 
a  new  Chapter  132  as  printed  in  the  handout  distributed  to  Town  Meeting 
Members. 

SECTION  1:  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  by-law  is  to  protect  the  wetlands,  related  water 
resources,  and  adjoining  land  areas  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  by  controlling 
activities  deemed  by  the  Conservation  Commission  likely  to  have  a 
significant  effect  upon  wetland  values,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
following: 

public  or  private  water  supply,  groundwater,  flood  control,  erosion  and 
sedimentation  control,  storm  damage  protection,  water  pollution,  fisheries, 
shellfish,  wildlife  habitat,  recreation  and  aesthetic  values  (collectively, 
the  “wetland  values  protected  by  this  by-law”). 

SECTION  2:  Jurisdiction 

Except  as  permitted  by  the  Conservation  Commission  or  as  provided 
in  this  by-law,  no  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge,  build  upon,  or  alter 
the  following  resource  areas:  areas  within  100  feet  of  any  freshwater 
wetland,  coastal  wetland,  marsh,  wet  meadow,  bog  or  swamp;  areas  within 
100  feet  of  any  bank,  beach,  dune,  or  flat;  any  lake,  river,  pond,  stream, 
estuary,  or  the  ocean;  areas  within  100  feet  of  any  lake,  river,  pond, 
stream,  estuary,  or  the  ocean;  any  land  subject  to  innundation  by  surface 
water,  tidal  action,  or  coastal  storm  flowage. 

SECTION  3:  Exceptions 

Written  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Commission  prior  to  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  any  work.  The  permit  and  application  required  by  this  by-law 
may  not  be  required  for  maintaining,  repairing,  or  replacing,  but  not  sub¬ 
stantially  enlarging  or  changing,  an  existing  and  lawfully  located  structure 
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or  facility  used  in  the  service  of  the  public  to  provide  electric,  gas, 
water,  telephone,  telegraph,  or  other  tele-communication  services,  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  structure  or  facility  is  not  substantially  changed  or  en¬ 
larged,  and  provided  that  the  work  conforms  to  performance  standards 
and  design  specifications  in  regulations  adopted  by  the  Commission. 

The  permit  and  application  required  by  this  by-law  shall  not  apply 
to  emergency  projects  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  health  or  safety 
of  the  public,  provided  that  the  work  is  to  be  performed  by  or  has  been 
ordered  to  be  performed  by  an  agency  of  the  Commonwealth  or  a  polit¬ 
ical  subdivision  thereof,  provided  that  advance  notice,  oral  or  written, 
has  been  given  to  the  Commission  and  Board  of  Health  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  work  or  within  24  hours  after  commencement,  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  Conservation  Commission  or  its  agent(s)  certifies  the  work 
as  an  emergency  project,  provided  that  the  work  is  performed  only  for 
the  time  and  place  certified  by  the  Conservation  Commission  for  the 
limited  purposes  necessary  to  abate  the  emergency,  and  provided  that 
within  21  days  of  commencement  of  an  emergency  project  a  permit  appli¬ 
cation  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  for  review  as  provided  in  this 
by-law.  Upon  failure  to  meet  these  and  other  requirements  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  the  Commission  may,  after  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  revoke 
or  modify  an  emergency  project  approval  and  order  filed  with  the 
Commission  for  review  as  provided  in  this  by-law.  Upon  failure  to  meet 
these  and  other  requirements  of  the  Commission,  the  Commission  may, 
after  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  revoke  or  modify  an  emergency  project 
approval  and  order  restoration  and  mitigation  measures. 

Other  than  stated  in  this  section  the  exceptions  provided  in  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act,  M.G.L.  Ch.  131,  S.  40,  shall  not  apply. 

SECTION  4:  Applications  for  Permits  and  Request  for  Deter¬ 
mination 

Written  application  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  to  perform 
activities  regulated  by  this  by-law  affecting  resource  areas  protected  by 
this  by-law.  The  application  shall  include  such  information  and  plans  as 
are  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  to  describe  the  proposed 
activities  and  their  effects  on  the  environment.  No  activities  shall  com¬ 
mence  without  receiving  and  complying  with  a  permit  issued  pursuant 
to  this  by-law. 

The  Commission  in  an  appropriate  case  may  accept  as  the  appli¬ 
cation  and  plans  under  this  by-law  the  Notice  of  Intent  and  plans  filed 
under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  M.G.L.  Ch.  131,  S.  40. 

Any  person  desiring  to  know  whether  or  not  a  proposed  activity 
or  an  area  is  subject  to  this  by-law  may  in  writing  request  a  determi¬ 
nation  from  the  Commission.  Such  a  request  for  determination  shall  contain 
data  and  plans  specified  by  the  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  this 
by-law  by  the  Commission. 
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At  the  time  of  an  application  of  a  Notice  of  Intent,  the  applicant 
shall  pay  a  filing  fee  specified  in  the  regulations  of  the  Commission. 
This  fee  is  an  addition  to  that  required  by  the  Wetlands  Protection 
Act,  M.G.L.  Ch.  131,  s.  40.  In  addition,  the  Commission  is  authorized 
to  require  the  applicant  to  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of  any  expert 
consultant  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  to  review  the  application 
or  request  up  to  a  maximum  of  $2,500.00.  The  Commission  may  waive 
the  filing  fee  and  costs  and  expenses  for  an  application  or  request  filed 
by  a  government  agency  and  may  waive  them  for  a  request  for  determi¬ 
nation  filed  by  a  person  having  no  financial  connection  with  the  property 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  request. 

SECTION  5:  Notice  and  Hearings 

Any  person  filing  an  application  or  a  request  for  determination  with 
the  Commission  at  the  same  time  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  all  abut¬ 
ters  according  to  the  most  recent  records  of  the  assessors,  including  those 
across  a  traveled  way,  body  of  water  or  town  line.  The  notice  to  the  abutters 
shall  enclose  a  copy  of  the  application  or  request,  with  plans,  or  shall 
state  where  copies  may  be  examined  and  obtained  by  the  abutters.  When 
a  person  requesting  a  determination  is  other  than  the  owner,  the  request, 
the  notice  of  the  hearing  and  the  determination  of  the  hearing  itself 
shall  be  sent  by  the  Commission  to  the  owner  as  well  as  to  the  person 
making  the  request. 

The  Commission  shall  conduct  a  public  hearing  on  any  application 
or  request  for  determination,  with  written  notice  given  at  the  expense  of 
the  applicant,  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town  of 
Braintree. 

The  Commission  shall  commence  the  public  hearing  within  21  days 
of  the  receipt  of  a  completed  application  or  request  for  determination. 

The  Commission  shall  issue  its  permit  or  determination  in  writing 
within  21  days  of  the  close  of  the  public  hearing  thereon. 

The  Commission  in  an  appropriate  case  may  combine  its  hearing 
under  this  by-law  with  the  hearing  conducted  under  the  Wetlands  Pro¬ 
tection  Act,  M.G.L.  Ch.  131,  s.  40. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  continue  the  hearing 
to  a  date  certain  announced  at  the  hearing,  for  reasons  stated  at  the 
hearing,  which  may  include  receipt  of  additional  information  offered  by 
the  applicant  or  others,  information  and  plans  required  of  the  applicant, 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission  in  its  discretion,  or  comments 
and  recommendations  of  boards  and  officials  listed  in  Section  6. 
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SECTION  6:  Coordination  With  Other  Boards 


Any  person  filing  a  Request  for  Determination  of  Applicability  or  a 
Notice  of  Intent  with  the  Commission  shall  provide  a  copy  thereof  at  the 
same  time,  by  certified  mail  or  hand  delivery,  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board,  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  Board  of  Health,  the  Building 
Inspector,  Town  Engineer,  and  Water  and  Sewer  Board.  The  Commission 
shall  not  take  final  action  until  such  boards  and  officials  have  had  14  days 
from  receipt  of  the  notice  to  file  written  comments  and  recommendations 
with  the  Commission,  which  the  Commission  shall  take  into  account  but 
which  shall  not  be  binding  on  the  Commission.  The  applicant  shall  have 
the  right  to  receive  any  such  comments  and  recommendations,  and  to 
respond  to  them  at  the  hearing  of  the  Commission,  prior  to  final  action. 

SECTION  7:  Permits,  Determinations,  and  Conditions 

If  the  Commission,  after  a  public  hearing,  determines  that  the 
activities  which  are  the  subject  of  the  application  are  likely  to  have  a  signifi¬ 
cant  effect  upon  the  wetland  values  protected  by  this  by-law,  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  within  21  days  of  the  close  of  the  hearing,  shall  issue  or  deny  a  permit 
for  the  activities  requested.  If  it  issues  a  permit,  the  Commission  shall 
impose  conditions  which  the  Commission  deems  necessary  or  desirable  to 
protect  those  values ,  and  all  activities  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  those 
conditions. 

The  Commission  is  empowered  to  deny  a  permit  for  failure  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  by-law;  for  failure  to  submit  necessary  information  and 
plans  requested  by  the  Commission;  for  failure  to  meet  the  design 
specifications,  performance  standards,  or  other  requirements  in  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Commission;  for  failure  to  avoid  or  prevent  significant  effects 
or  cumulative  effects  upon  the  wetland  values  protected  by  this  by-law; 
and  where  no  conditions  are  adequate  to  protect  those  values.  Due 
consideration  shall  be  given  to  any  demonstrated  hardship  on  the  appli¬ 
cant  by  reason  of  denial,  as  presented  at  an  open  meeting. 

A  permit  shall  expire  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuance.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  above,  the  Commission  in  its  discretion  may  issue  a  permit 
expiring  three  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  for  recurring  or  continuous 
maintenance  work,  provided  that  annual  notification  of  time  and  location 
of  work  is  given  to  the  Commission.  Any  permit  may  be  renewed  once 
for  an  additional  one  year  period,  provided  that  a  request  is  received  in 
writing  by  the  Commission  prior  to  expiration. 

For  good  cause  the  Commission  may  revoke  or  modify  a  permit 
issued  under  this  by-law  after  public  notice  and  public  hearing  and 
notice  to  the  holder  of  the  permit. 

The  Commission  in  an  appropriate  case  may  combine  the  permit  or 
other  action  on  an  application  issued  under  this  by-law  with  the  Order 
of  Conditions  issued  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 
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SECTION  8:  Regulations 


After  public  notice  and  public  hearing  the  Commission  shall 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  by-law. 
Failure  by  the  Commission  to  promulgate  such  rules  and  regulations 
or  a  legal  declaration  of  their  invalidity  by  a  court  of  law  shall  not  act 
to  suspend  or  invalidate  the  effect  of  this  by-law. 

SECTION  9:  Definitions 

The  following  definitions  shall  apply  in  the  enterpretation  and 
implemenation  of  this  by-law. 

The  term  “person”  shall  include  any  individual,  group  of  individuals, 
association,  partnership,  corporation,  company,  business  organization, 
trust,  estate,  the  Commonwealth  or  political  subdivision  thereof  to  the 
extent  subject  to  town  by-laws,  administrative  agency,  public  or  quasi¬ 
public  corporation  or  body,  the  Town  of  Braintree,  and  any  other  legal 
entity,  its  legal  representatives,  agents,  or  assigns. 

The  term  “alter”  shall  include,  without  limitation,  the  following 
activities  when  undertaken  to,  upon,  without  limitation,  the  following 
activities  when  undertaken  to,  upon,  within  or  affecting  resource  areas 
protected  by  this  by-law: 

(a)  Removal,  excavation  or  dredging  of  soil,  sand,  gravel,  or  aggregate 
materials  of  any  kind; 

(b)  Changing  of  pre-existing  drainage  characteristics,  flushing  charac¬ 
teristics,  salinity  distribution,  sedimentation  patterns,  flow  pat¬ 
terns,  or  flood  retention  characteristics; 

(c)  Drainage  or  other  disturbance  of  surface  water  level  or  related 
water  bodies; 

(d)  Dumping,  discharging  or  filling  with  any  material  which  may  degrade 
water  quality  or  quantity; 

(e)  Placing  of  fill,  or  removal  of  earthen  material,  which  would  alter 
drainage  pattern  of  land; 

(f)  Driving  of  piles,  or  erection  of  buildings  or  structures  of  any  kind; 

(g)  Placing  of  obstructions  inhibiting  flow  of  water; 

(h)  Destruction  of  plant  life ,  except  for  removal  of  individual  or  diseased 
trees; 

(i)  Changing  water  temperature,  biochemical  oxygen  demand,  or  other 
physical,  biological,  or  chemical  characteristics  of  water; 

(j)  Any  activities,  changes  or  work  which  may  cause  or  tend  to  contribute 
to  pollution  of  any  body  of  water  within  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

SECTION  10:  Security 

As  part  of  a  permit  issued  under  this  by-law,  in  addition  to  any  security 
required  by  any  other  municipal  or  state  board,  agency,  or  official,  the  Com¬ 
mission  may  require  that  the  performance  and  observation  of  the  conditions 
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imposed  hereunder  by  secured  wholly  or  in  part  by  one  or  more  of  the 
methods  described  below: 

(a)  By  a  proper  bond  or  deposit  of  money  or  other  negotiable  securities 
or  other  undertaking  of  financial  responsibility  sufficient  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commission; 

(b)  By  a  conservation  restriction,  easement  or  other  covenant  enforce¬ 
able  in  a  court  of  law,  executed  and  duly  recorded  by  the  owner 
of  record,  running  with  the  land  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of 
Braintree  whereby  the  permit  conditions  shall  be  performed  and 
observed  before  any  lot  may  be  conveyed  other  than  by  mortgage 
deed. 

SECTION  11:  Enforcement 

The  Commission,  its  agents,  officers,  and  employees  shall  have 
authority  to  enter  upon  privately  owned  land  for  the  purpose  of  performing 
their  duties  under  this  by-law  and  may  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such 
examinations,  surveys  or  sampling  as  the  Commission  deems  necessary. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  enforce  this  by-law,  its 
regulations,  and  permits  issued  thereunder  by  violation  notices,  administra¬ 
tive  orders,  and  civil  and  criminal  court  actions. 

Upon  request  of  the  Commission,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  Counsel  shall  take  legal  action  for  enforcement  under  civil  law. 
Upon  request  of  the  Commission  the  chief  of  police  shall  take  legal 
action  for  enforcement  under  criminal  law. 

Municipal  boards  and  officers,  including  any  police  officer  or  other 
officer  having  police  powers,  shall  have  the  authority  to  assist  the  Com¬ 
mission  in  enforcement. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  by-law,  regulations 
thereunder,  or  permits  issued  thereunder,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $300.00.  Each  day  or  portion  thereof  during  which  a  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense,  and  each  provision  of  the 
by-law,  regulations,  or  permit  violated  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

As  the  alternative  to  criminal  prosecution,  the  Commission  may 
elect  to  utilize  the  non-criminal  disposition  procedure  set  forth  in  M.G.L. 
Ch.  40,  s.21D. 

SECTION  12:  Burden  of  Proof 

The  applicant  for  a  permit  shall  have  the  burden  of  proof  by  a 
preponderance  of  the  credible  evidence  that  the  work  proposed  in  the 
application  will  not  have  a  significant  effect  upon  the  wetland  values 
protected  by  this  by-law.  Failure  to  provide  adequate  evidence  to  the 
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Commission  supporting  this  burden  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the 
Commission  to  deny  a  permit  or  grant  a  permit  with  conditions. 

SECTION  13:  Relation  to  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 

This  by-law  is  adopted  under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  of  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution  and  the  Home  Rule  statutes,  independent 
of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  M.G.L.  Ch.131,  s.40,  and  regulations 
thereunder. 

SECTION  14:  Severability 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  not 
invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof,  nor  shall  it  invalidate 
any  permit  or  determination  which  previously  has  been  issued.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


A  SYMPOSIUM 

In  reviewing  the  abundance  of  issues  during  the  past  decade  before  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  all  have  been  extremely  busy  but  none  has  exhibited  the 
challenges  and  complications  which  are  indicated  by  the  busy  agendas  of  1987. 

A  variety  of  layers  of  State  government  continue  to  involve  the  time  and 
efforts  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Massachusetts  Water  Re¬ 
sources  Authority  and  its  takeover  of  the  General  Dynamics  Shipyard,  the  Clean 
Harbors  issues  involving  the  program  by  the  Hazardous  Waste  Site  Safety  Coun¬ 
cil,  the  coming  of  Commuter  Rail,  the  SEMASS  contracts  begging  the  final 
approvals  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  details  involved  in  seeking  a  new  Chief  of 
Police  from  a  nation-wide  list  of  outstanding  candidates,  changes  in  the  Cable 
TV  contract,  tax  rate  classification  are  merely  a  few  of  the  many  problems 
accepted  and  adjudicated  by  Selectmen. 

At  the  March  election  (now  changed  to  April),  veteran  Selectman  Saran 
Gillies  topped  the  ticket  followed  by  Marge  Crispin,  who  won  her  second  term 
on  the  Board.  Candidates  Joe  Aiello,  Tom  Murphy  and  Anthony  Caruso  were 
unsuccessful  in  that  order.  The  Board  attempted  to  re-organize  on  March  9,  the 
first  meeting  after  the  election,  but  deadlocked  on  the  naming  of  a  Chairman. 
At  the  following  week’s  meeting,  Marge  Crispin  was  elected  to  her  second  con¬ 
secutive  term  as  Chairman  and  Joe  Sullivan  was  voted  as  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

RECAPITULATION  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS 

In  addition  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Selectmen  called  four 
“specials”  which  involved  thirteen  sessions  of  meetings  at  the  East  Junior  High 
School. 

The  first  “special”  was  held  on  January  26  and  28.  The  main  issue,  ap¬ 
proved  by  town  meeting  members,  was  to  authorize  the  filing  of  a  special  act 
which  would  exempt  future  Chiefs  of  Police  from  the  provisions  of  the  Civil 
Service  law.  This  meeting  also  amended  the  Zoning  By-Laws  allowing  for  the 
realignment  of  the  railroad  spur  on  property  leased  to  SEMASS  and  amended 
the  town’s  ground  lease  agreement  to  reflect  this  change. 

In  addition  to  funding  a  new  contract  for  Local  466,  Utility  Workers 
Union,  the  May  Special  Town  Meeting  provided  for  a  number  of  expenditures. 
Included  were  $200,000  for  new  roofs  at  the  Highlands  and  Ross  Schools; 
$100,000  for  drainage  projects;  $37,407  for  the  balance  of  roof  repairs  at  the 
High  School;  $127,000  for  land  acquisition  funds  for  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion;  $59,000  for  special  counsel  fees  dealing  with  Clean  Harbors,  Citgo  and 
hazardous  materials. 

Funding  for  the  construction  of  a  new  branch  fire  station  was  indefinitely 
postponed  due  to  litigation  by  ten  taxpayers  questioning  orders  of  condition

issued  by  the  Conservation  Commission.  Takings  and  road  acceptances  were  ap¬ 
proved,  clearing  the  way  for  intersection  improvements  at  Union  and  Liberty 
Streets.  A  number  of  zoning  by-laws  were  amended,  among  which  was  the 
so-called  Vehicle  by-law  which  further  defined  “commercial”  vehicle  as  in  excess 
of  10,000  pounds  and  provided  for  approvals  of  storing  certain  recreational 
vehicles  in  residential  districts.  Voters  approved  an  additional  $197,000  for  the 
refurbishing  of  the  Town  Hall  Auditorium. 

After  a  substantial  debate,  the  Lincoln  School  property,  scheduled  by 
Selectmen  for  a  housing  opportunity  program,  was  transferred  to  the  Park  De¬ 
partment  for  future  recreational  use. 

Town  Meeting  passed  a  unanimous  resolution  opposed  to  any  expansion 
of  Clean  Harbors,  and  also  approved  an  amount  of  $162,000  toward  critical 
drainage  projects.  $550,000  was  earmarked  for  a  Water  Rehabilitation  Program 
to  be  expended  by  Water  Commissioners,  along  with  a  state  grant  which  was 
authorized  for  50%  reimbursement. 

An  appropriation  of  $33,000  was  approved  for  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  for  traffic  improvements  at  the  dangerous  intersection  of 
Howard  and  Shaw  Streets. 

Town  meeting  members  also  approved  the  establishment  of  a  committee 
of  seven  to  study  the  existing  town  government  and  methods  of  making 
improvements.  A  sequel  to  the  January  action  in  removing  the  Chief  of  Police 
from  civil  service  was  the  authorization  to  add  three  positions  to  be  known  as 
Police  Deputies  and  to  be  included  in  the  town’s  management  wage  and  salary 
plan. 


In  summary,  the  annual  town  meeting  concluded  with  total  appropriations 
of  $40,71 1,355.  $8,220,685  was  taken  from  other  sources  and  $1,500,000  was 
transferred  from  the  surplus  revenue  account  (free  cash)  leaving  the  balance  of 
$39,211,355  on  the  tax  levy. 

Selectmen  called  another  special  town  meeting  for  July  20  for  the  main 
reason  of  seeking  town  meeting  approval  of  the  new  three  year  contract  for 
Local  920,  International  Association  of  Firefighters.  Construction  of  a  new 
branch  fire  station  was  again  defeated,  74  in  favor  and  83  opposed. 

The  last  special  town  meeting  of  1987  was  called  for  October  19.  The 
meeting  approved  the  expenditure  of  $7,500  for  encapsulating  asbestos  pipes 
located  at  the  Central  and  East  Braintree  Fire  Stations.  A  total  of  $68,400  was 
added  to  the  rubbish  collection  budget  due  to  increased  costs.  In  addition, 
$234,000  was  provided  for  the  transportation  and  disposal  of  rubbish  at  an 
out-of-town  landfill. 

More  litigation  against  Clean  Harbors  required  another  expenditure  of 
$60,000,  also  including  legal  action  against  the  Hazardous  Waste  Site  Safety 
Council. 
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A  noteworthy  wind-up  of  the  last  special  was  a  standing  “0”  for  Ken 
Haley  who  services  to  this  community  go  back  for  many  years  as  a  town  meet¬ 
ing  member,  Finance  Committee  member,  Personnel  Board  member  and  more 
recently  his  leadership  in  shaping  the  destiny  of  the  Police  Department  as  head 
of  the  Committee  to  reorganize  the  Police  Department  and  to  conduct  a  nation¬ 
wide  search  for  a  new  Chief  of  Police. 

SELECTMEN’S  MEETINGS  IN  RETROSPECT 

The  following  portion  of  this  report  will  delineate  the  major  items  consid¬ 
ered  by  Selectmen  during  their  regular  weekly  meetings  and  will  allow  readers  to 
have  a  better  understanding  of  the  challenges  and  responsibilities  of  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

January  —  Heard  and  accepted  the  first  report  of  progress  of  the  Police 

Search  Team. 

Voted  to  inform  the  Board  of  Health  in  writing  that  the  Clean 
Harbors  site  plan  should  NOT  be  approved. 

February  —  Appointed  Anthony  Spadea  and  Richard  Frye  for  three  year 

terms  on  the  Insurance  Brokers  of  Record. 

Accepted  seventy -five  articles  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Approved  the  transfer  of  the  Elks  Lodge  liquor  license  to  the 
Club’s  new  location  at  the  former  Cochato  Club  on  Elm  Street. 

Appointed  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  as 
consultant  for  the  search  for  a  new  Chief. 

Voted  in  favor  of  increasing  employees’  life  insurance  under 
Chapter  706  of  the  Acts  of  1986  from  $2,000  to  $5,000. 

Met  with  Mark  Morse  of  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Associa¬ 
tion  in  reference  to  changing  the  form  of  town  government. 

March  —  At  the  initial  meeting  following  the  annual  town  elections,  the 

Selectmen  attempted  to  organize  but  failed  to  elect  a  chairman. 
At  the  following  week’s  meeting,  named  Maijorie  Crispin  to 
succeed  herself  for  another  year  as  Chairman  and  named  Joe 
Sullivan  as  clerk. 

Appointed  Selectman  Sullivan  as  Braintree’s  delegate  to  the 
Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board. 

Accepted  37  articles  for  the  May  4  special  town  meeting. 
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Held  a  public  meeting  with  the  Jail  Site  Committee  and  Norfolk 
County  Officials  relative  to  the  Alternative  Center  headquarters 
at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  grounds. 

Voted  to  provide  legal  counsel  for  Health  Chairman  Cynthia 
Morrissey  relative  to  the  suit  against  her  brought  by  Clean 
Harbors.

April  —  Voted  to  notify  the  Mass.  Water  Resources  Authority  that  the 

Selectmen  object  to  the  authority’s  plans  presented  at  previous 
public  hearings. 

Appointed  Robert  Brangiforte  as  Superintendent  of  the  High¬ 
way  Department. 

Appointed  Task  Force  to  deal  with  the  MWRA. 

May  —  Special  and  Annual  Town  Meeting  sessions  on  Mondays  elimi¬ 

nated  much  of  the  weekly  agenda. 

Discussed  contract  negotiations  with  members  of  the  Braintree 
Police  Club. 

Met  with  Bay  Colony  Railroad  for  discussion  of  plans  to  lease 
portions  of  the  J.  L.  Hammet  property  off  Ivory  Street. 

Heard  a  violation  of  liquor  laws  at  Resendes  Liquor  Store. 

June  —  Approved  Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  the  Firefighters 

Union. 

Heard  a  report  by  the  Route  37  Traffic  Study  Committee. 

Met  and  considered  progress  with  the  Police  re-organization  and 
search  team. 

Interviewed  candidates  for  appointment  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  Highway  Superintendent. 

Appointed  13  member  Local  Assessment  Committee  to  work 
with  the  Hazardous  Waste  Site  Safety  Council  relative  to  expan¬ 
sion  and  construction  of  a  rotary  kiln  incinerator  at  Clean 
Harbors. 

July  —  Appointed  Richard  Gray  as  Assistant  Highway  Superintendent. 

Voted  opposition  to  the  21D  application  of  Clean  Harbors  for 
construction  of  a  new  incinerator. 

August  —  Accepted  34  articles  for  the  October  19th  Special  Town  Meet¬ 
ing.

September  —  Met  with  the  Town  Clerk  relative  to  the  sale  of  Adams  Russell 

Cable  Co.  to  Cablevision  Systems. 
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Heard  grievance  by  Firefighters’  Union. 

October  —  Conducted  hearing  on  liquor  violation  at  Resendes  Package 

Store. 

Appointed  Road  Safety  Committee. 

Transferred  liquor  license  for  LeBiftheque  Restaurant. 

November  —  Met  with  Paul  Levy,  Director  MWRA  re:  plans  for  General 

Dynamics  location  and  disposal  of  sludge. 

Voted  to  establish  1.33  tax  classification,  with  tax  rates  set  at 
$9.56  per  thousand  for  residential  tax  rate  and  $15.18  for 
business. 

December  —  During  the  first  week  of  December  the  Board  interviewed  five 

candidates  for  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police. 

Approved  the  transfer  of  the  Town’s  cable  license  from  Adams 
Russell  to  Cablevision  Systems. 

Appointed  Edward  A.  Flynn  of  Jersey  City,  N.J.,  as  the  new 
Chief  of  Police,  replacing  the  retiring  Chief  John  V.  Polio  as  of 
December  3 1 . 

Accepted  the  report  of  the  Legal  Department  Study  Committee 
relative  to  the  operation  of  the  Town  Counsel’s  office. 

Voted  to  set  February  8  for  a  special  town  meeting  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  ratifying  two  Police  Department  contracts. 

Banned  smoking  in  the  Town  Hall  Auditorium. 

Accepted  recommendations  from  the  Road  Safety  Committee 
relative  to  a  number  of  streets. 

Appointed  a  Fair  Housing  Committee. 

SUMMARY 

A  review  of  1987  results  in  a  summary  of  ten  of  the  main  issues  confront¬ 
ing  the  Selectmen  during  1988. 

(1)  The  contemplated  change  in  the  form  of  government,  now  in  com¬ 
mittee  and  destined  to  come  before  the  1989  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing. 

(2)  Methods  of  providing  desperately  needed  funds  for  road  resurfac¬ 
ing  projects. 

(3)  Seeking  solutions  of  the  problems  of  accepting  and  improving 
unaccepted  streets. 
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(4)  Controlling  the  expansion  of  Clean  Harbors  and  dealing  with 
hazardous  waste  issues. 

(5)  Seeking  financial  help  from  the  MWRA  to  meet  the  impact  of 
heavy  truck  traffic  moving  to  and  from  the  General  Dynamics 
location  and  of  sludge  being  processed  and  shipped  by  rail  via 
Braintree  railroad  facilities. 

(6)  Solving  the  town’s  housing  inadequacies  through  studies  and  ad¬ 
vice  from  the  newly  organized  Fair  Housing  Committee. 

(7)  Help  in  speeding  the  opening  of  the  SEMASS  Truck  Transfer  Sta¬ 
tion  in  order  th  halt  the  spiraling  costs  of  rubbish  disposal. 

(8)  Monitoring  the  approach  of  the  South  Shore  Commuter  Rail 
Service  and  its  effects  on  the  Braintree  environment. 

(9)  Continuing  cooperation  of  the  Road  Safety  Committee  and  the 
Police  Department  in  resolving  burgeoning  traffic  problems. 

(10)  Sifting  through  volumes  of  information  coming  before  the  Select¬ 
men,  especially  through  the  many  additional  layers  of  State 
Government,  and  translating  it  into  useful  management  tools. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

Again,  as  the  year  was  brought  to  a  close,  town  officials  recognize  with 
deep  sympathy  for  their  families  the  passing  of  a  number  of  former  town  offi¬ 
cials.  Health  Board  Chairman  Cynthia  Morrissey  met  an  untimely  passing  as 
she  carried  on  the  battle  against  Clean  Harbors;  Arthur  Lucas,  long  time  Inspec¬ 
tor  of  Wires,  will  be  sorely  missed  by  his  colleagues;  Thelma  Hedlund,  Town 
Treasurer  for  many  years,  died  in  ’87;  two  former  Selectmen,  Chet  Nelson  and 
John  Mahar,  are  recognized  for  their  devotion  to  service  to  the  town;  and  Aaron 
Whitcomb,  former  Highway  Superintendent,  passed  on  several  months  ago. 

In  conclusion,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  its  Executive 
Secretary  will  continue  to  expend  every  effort  to  meet  the  issues  facing  the 
people  of  Braintree  and  to  make  a  more  acceptable  municipal  environment  for 
all.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  my  first  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree.  Let  me  start  by 
saying  that  I  feel  privileged  to  have  been  chosen  as  the  successor  to  retired  Chief 
John  V.  Polio.  Chief  Polio  has  left  behind  a  commendable  legacy,  including  a 
modern  headquarters  building  and  a  well-disciplined  police  organization.  Rec¬ 
ommendations  in  his  1987  Annual  Report  included  the  appointment  for  a  search 
team  for  his  replacement  as  Chief  of  Police,  the  establishment  of  the  manage¬ 
ment  position  of  Police  Deputy,  and  the  removal  of  the  Chief  from  Civil  Service 
with  a  five-year  contract.  Happily,  for  me,  the  recommendations  were  adopted 
and  culminated  in  my  appointment  on  December  31,  1987. 

An  analysis  of  the  statistics  for  1987  indicate  no  significant  change  in  the 
overall  crime  rate.  Total  Part  I  and  Part  II  crimes  increased  by  only  1%  from 
1986  to  1987.  Although  this  overall  increase  is  very  small,  two  categories  of 
crime  rose  dramatically.  Robbery  was  up  from  10  incidents  in  1986  to  31  in¬ 
cidents  in  1987  for  an  increase  of  210%.  Arson  reports  went  from  6  incidents 
in  1986  to  34  in  1987  for  an  increase  of  467%. 

Concerned  that  these  incidents  might  indicate  an  alarming  trend,  I  had 
Cadet  Kevin  Harrington  pull  all  reports  of  robberies  and  arson  fur  further  study. 
The  results  of  his  analysis  demonstrate  that  the  average  resident  of  Braintree 
has  little  to  fear. 

Only  four  robberies  were  committed  in  1987  against  individuals.  All 
of  the  rest  were  at  convenience  stores  and  gas  stations  located  near  the  highways. 
This  is  no  comfort  to  the  victims  of  those  holdups.  There  may  be  the  need  for 
target  hardening  and  some  proactive  patrolling.  But  it  is  important  for  residents 
to  understand  that  the  streets  of  Braintree  have  not  suddenly  become  unsafe. 
Three  of  our  31  robberies  involved  firearms.  One  hotel  was  held  up  three  times 
(the  perpetrator  was  arrested  out  of  town  for  several  similar  holdups).  One 
service  station  was  held  up  three  times. 

The  arson  statistics,  at  first  reading,  are  even  more  alarming.  Once  again, 
closer  analysis  indicates  our  average  resident  has  no  cause  for  concern.  None  of 
the  arsons  under  investigation  by  our  detectives  involved  structures.  It  is  im¬ 
portant  to  note  that  reporting  requirements  necessitate  our  including  bomb 
threats  under  the  arson  category.  These  threats,  by  pranksters  and  the  unbal¬ 
anced,  account  for  2/3  of  the  reports  filed  in  the  category  of  arson.  One  com¬ 
plaint  involved  a  smoke  grenade  and  the  rest  involved  motor  vehicles,  frequently 
stolen,  abandoned  and  then  set  on  fire. 

This  report  is  of  necessity  brief.  It  will  take  me  time  to  learn  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department  and  to  assess  the  crime 
trends  in  the  community.  I  am  very  favorably  impressed  with  the  caliber  of 
police  officers  employed  by  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  gratified  by  the  public 
spirit  of  Braintree. s  citizens.  Together,  the  public  and  the  police  can  make  a 
difference  in  our  quality  of  life.  I  look  forward  to  our  partnership  and  am  eager 
to  assist  in  moving  Braintree  towards  the  twenty-first  century.

PROJECTS 

Our  new  two  way  radio  system  is  now  in  service.  The  frequency  for  this 
ultra  high  system  is  483.5125.  This  system  provides  a  superior  radio  communi¬ 
cation  within  the  community  and  enables  direct  radio  communication  with  the 
other  33  communities  within  the  MetroFire  District. 

We  have  received  and  placed  in  service  a  new  pumping  engine.  This  en¬ 
gine  meets  the  latest  in  fire  safety  standards  by  incorporating  a  four  door  cab  in 
its  specifications.  Firefighters  will  ride  inside  an  enclosed  cab,  providing  addi¬ 
tional  safety.  ■ 

I  have  requested  a  full  time  training  officer  for  the  department  to  meet  the 
ever  growing  demands  for  highly  skilled  and  knowledgeable  firefighters.  This 
community  is  faced  with  increasing  hazardous  materials  flowing  in  and  through 
our  town.  I  feel  that  it  is  prudent  that  the  Town  be  protected,  as  well  as  our 
firefighters,  against  a  litigous  society  by  providing  an  ongoing,  as  well  as  in- 
depth  training.  To  accomplish  this  task  requires  a  State  certified  instructor 
available  5  days  a  week.  Title  3  of  the  Superfund  amendments  and  reauthoriza¬ 
tion  Act  of  1986  (Public  Law  99—499)  requires  2  hours  of  hazardous  material 
training  each  month  for  every  firefighter  and  is  an  example  of  the  need  and 
importance  of  training. 


The  replacement  and  relocation  of  the  Braintree  Highlands  Fire  Station 
continues  as  a  major  project  in  the  area  of  public  safety.  The  Highlands  Fire 
Station  Committee  has  engaged  the  services  of  Sanford  Ecological  Services  to 
prepare  Water  Replicating  Plan  for  the  1,020  ft.  involved  of  the  total  50,000  sq. 
ft.  station  site  and  to  prepare  an  Environmental  Notification  Form  (ENF)  for 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (D.E.Q.E.).  The  ENF 
has  addressed  every  concern  presented  to  the  Committee.  The  interests  of  the 
community  will  best  be  served  with  the  construction  of  this  needed  facility.

The  annual  report  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  respectfully  submit¬ 
ted  for  the  year  ending  December  3 1 ,  1987. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 

Weymouth  Landing  Project 

This  project  involves  the  complete  removal  and  reconstruction  of  the  road¬ 
way  and  sidewalks  on  both  sides  of  Weymouth  Landing.  It  extends  a  distance  of 
1600  feet  from  a  point  southerly  of  Front  Street  in  Weymouth  almost  to  the 
Monatiquot  River  Bridge  on  Quincy  Avenue.  The  intersection  of  Commercial 
Street  and  Quincy  Avenue  was  totally  redesigned  and  traffic  signals  were  instal¬ 
led.  The  contractor  began  construction  on  April  6th  and  at  year’s  end  the  pro¬ 
ject  was  approximately  96%  complete. 

Five  Comers  Project 


When  bids  for  the  Fire  Corners  Project  were  opened  June  23rd,  Reynolds 
Bros.,  Inc.  of  Canton  submitted  the  lowest  of  five  bids  at  $4,167,639.  Construc¬ 
tion  commenced  in  September  and  should  be  completed  by  June  1989.  Granite 
Street  will  be  widened  from  two  lanes  to  four  lanes  begween  Five  Corners  and 
the  existing  four-lane  section  at  the  South  Shore  Plaza.  In  addition,  all  other 
approaches  to  the  intersection  will  be  widened  to  allow  construction  of  turning 
lanes. 

Logan  Drive  Drainage  Project 


This  project  included  the  reconstruction  of  the  drainage  system  between 
Union  Street  and  Arnold  Meadow  in  the  vicinity  of  Logan  Drive,  plus  drainage 
construction  on  Holmes  Street  and  on  Blanchard  Boulevard/Longwood  Road. 
At  the  April  27th  bid  opening,  D  &  C  Construction  of  Norwell  submitted  the 
lowest  of  four  bids  in  the  amount  of  $172,187.51.  Construction  began  on  July 
29th  and  was  completed  by  the  first  of  December. 

Town  Brook  Flood  Control  Project 


D.  DiMartino  of  Franklin  commenced  construction  of  the  Town  Brook 
Project  on  June  3rd.  By  the  time  work  stopped  for  the  winter,  the  project  was 
approximately  90%  complete.  The  new  box  culverts  have  been  installed  and  all 
that  remains  is  construction  of  the  transition  sections  at  each  end  of  the  cul¬ 
verts. 
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PROJECTS  UNDER  DESIGN 


Stevens  Avenue/French  Avenue  Drainage  Project 


This  project  will  involve  reconstruction  of  the  drainage  system  in  the 
Stevens  Avenue/Pearl  Street  area  and  in  the  French  Avenue/Tenney  Road  area. 
We  expect  to  advertise  the  contract  for  bids  just  prior  to  the  1988  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Plain  Street  Bridge  Project 


The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  has  completed  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  railroad  bridge.  They 
expect  to  advertise  the  project  for  bids  during  the  coming  year. 

Elm,  Adams  and  Middle  Street  Project 


On  September  16th  a  public  hearing  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works.  At  the  request  of  numerous  resi¬ 
dents,  we  held  a  public  meeting  on  November  3rd  in  St.  Thomas  More  Church 
Hall  to  allow  for  additional  neighborhood  input.  Ninety-eight  residents  attended 
the  public  meeting. 

As  a  result  of  the  input  received  at  that  public  meeting,  we  have  tempo¬ 
rarily  slowed  work  on  this  project.  A  request  will  be  made  at  the  May  1988 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  funds  to  redesign  the  intersection  of  Church  and  Elm 
Streets  since  it  became  apparent  that  deficiencies  at  the  Church  Street  intersec¬ 
tion  were  having  adverse  impacts  on  the  Hawthorne  Road  intersection.  Our 
intent  is  to  construct  the  improvements  at  Church/Elm  either  simultaneously  or 
prior  to  the  reconstruction  of  Elm/Hawthorne. 

Allen  and  Front  Street  Project 


The  design  of  this  project  is  nearing  completion  and  we  hope  to  have  it 
under  construction  during  the  summer  of  1988. 

South  Braintree  Square  Project. 

The  design  of  this  project  is  also  nearing  completion  and  may  possibly  be 
advertised  for  bids  during  the  coming  year. 


OTHER  PROJECTS 

1 .  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Highway  Department,  drains  were  reconstruc¬ 
ted  between  173  Liberty  Street  and  170  Lisle  Street  and  also  between  78 
Robbie  Road  and  175  Lisle  Street. 
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2.  At  the  southwesterly  corner  of  Union  and  Liberty  Streets,  the  wing  of  an 
old  house  was  removed  in  order  to  improve  visibility. 

3.  New  traffic  islands  were  constructed  at  two  intersections  in  order  to  im¬ 
prove  traffic  safety.  The  intersections  were  Peach  and  Liberty  Streets  and  Wild¬ 
wood  Avenue  and  Liberty  Street  between  eastbound  traffic  on  Union  Street  and 
northbound  traffic  on  Liberty  Street. 

4.  On  November  19th  bids  were  opened  for  our  first  total  station  EDM 
surveying  equipment.  The  EDM  device  should  improve  the  efficiency  of  the 
field  survey  crew  and  it  should  also  make  surveying  much  safer  since  it  will  no 
longer  be  necessary  to  measure  across  heavily  traveled  roadways. 

5.  The  Department  took  in  $5,406.75sfrom  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during 
the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


SNOW  REMOVAL 

Nine  snow  storms  in  1987  warranted  the  Highway  Department  to  plow  all 
streets,  school  parking  lots  and  play  areas,  town  parking  lots  and  designated 
sidewalks.  The  sanding  trucks  were  in  operation  frequently  due  to  icing  condi¬ 
tions. 


One  hundred  and  one  (101)  sand  barrels  were  distributed  and  maintained 
throughout  the  town. 


Salt  used:  1,100  tons 
Sand  used:  5,684  tons 

PATCHING  AND  SIDEWALK  REPAIRS 

Streets  were  patched  throughout  the  town  and  sidewalk  repairs  were  made 
in  several  areas.  One  hundred  feet  (100)  of  sidewalk  was  reconstructed  on 
Jordan  Circle  and  we  resurfaced  the  rest  of  this  area.  We  also  reconstructed 
seventy-five  feet  (75)  of  new  sidewalk  on  Gilbert  Been  Road,  resurfaced  all 
walkways  around  Monatiquot  School. 

Ninety-seven  (97)  tons  of  cold  patch  were  used  during  the  winter  months 
to  repair  pot  holes. 


MAINTENANCE 

Routine  maintenance  includes  sweeping  streets  and  sidewalks,  cleaning 
catch  basins  and  drains;  repairing  fences  and  guard  rails  installed  by  the  town 
and  clearing  brush  from  road  sides,  sidewalks  and  town  lots;  repairing  plow 
damage. 


STREET  PAINTING 

Center  and  stop  lines  were  repainted  throughout  the  town.  Crosswalks 
were  repainted  at  all  schools  and  business  areas. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  SIGNS 

Street  signs  and  posts  were  replaced  as  needed.  Numerous  Stop  signs,  No 
Parking,  Keep  Right,  Handicapped,  child  safety  signs,  etc.,  were  installed  or 
replaced. 


STREET  RESURFACING 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced: 

Park  Avenue,  Brewster  Avenue,  Standish  Avenue,  Burroughs  Road, 
Bower  Road,  Blanchard  Boulevard,  Hobart  Street,  Tremont  Street, 
Academy  Street.  Partial  streets  were  also  resurfaced:  Homepark 
Road  and  Conrad  Street. 
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SURFACE  TREATMENT 


The  following  streets  were  treated  with  Slurry  Seal: 

Stonewood  Lane,  Ledgewood  Road,  Birchcroft  Road  and  Sterling 
Street. 


DRAINS 

New  catch  basins  and  manholes  were  installed  on  the  following  streets: 

Liberty  Park  &  Wildwood  Avenue,  Lisle  Street,  Liberty  Street, 
Morrison  School,  Jersey  Avenue  and  Robbie  Road. 

New  drain  pipes  were  installed  on  the  following  streets: 

Liberty  Park  &  Wildwood,  Lisle  Street,  Liberty  Street,  Morrison 
School,  Jersey  Avenue,  Homepark  Road,  Robbie  Road  and  on  Lunar 
Avenue  we  installed  a  one  hundred  (100)  foot  stone  trench. 

A  total  of  eight  (8)  new  catch  basins  and  four  (4)  new  manholes  were  used. 

A  total  of  one  thousand  and  ten  (1 ,010)  feet  of  new  pipe  installed. 

LEAF  REMOVAL 

Leaves  were  bagged  by  residents  and  collected  by  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  and  dumped  in  the  transfer  station. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROJECTS 

Installed  guard  rail  on  Commercial  Street  (Penn’s  Hill  area) 

Installed  wheelchair  access  ramp  at  main  Thayer  Library  and  in  front  of 
Town  Hall  and  on  both  sides  of  Washington  Street  at  St.  Francis  Church. 

Repaired  curbing  in  areas  throughout  the  town. 

Repaired  wall  on  Armstrong  Circle. 

Added  eight  (8)  new  sidewalks  for  the  reopening  of  Monatiquot  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


This  report  is  respectfully  submitted  as  a  general  summary  of  the  Planning 
Board’s  activities  for  calendar  year  1987.

Past  Activities 

In  January  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission  both  inter¬ 
viewed  numerous  applicants  for  the  positions  of  Director  of  Planning/Conserva¬ 
tion,  and  Environmental  Coordinator,  to  fill  these  positions  on  this  joint  staff 
which  had  been  vacant  for  a  period  of  5  months.  These  two  individuals  com¬ 
menced  employment  in  February  and  were  immediately  faced  with  an  office 
already  submerged  with  plans,  reports  and  administrative  requirements,  and  have 
not  caught  up  yet. 

One  of  the  first  issues  facing  the  Board  was  the  various  requests  for  sub¬ 
division  approval  by  Clean  Harbors,  which  the  Board  disapproved  for  lack  of 
compliance  with  its  regulations.  As  a  result,  Clean  Harbors  has  exercised  its 
appeal  rights,  which  are  still  ongoing  into  1988. 

In  April  the  Planning  Board  held  public  hearings  for  numerous  rezones 
in  preparation  for  May  Annual  Town  Meeting.  These  involved  scattered  parcels 
townwide  comprised  of  numerous  acreage,  and  geared  for  cluster  development. 
In  general,  rather  than  site  specifics  the  Planning  Board  feels  that  cluster  zoning 
is  indeed  beneficial  to  the  town  in  reduced  costs  of  town  maintenance,  more 
affordable  housing,  ability  to  gain  more  open  space  for  the  community,  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  natural  resources,  provided  the  development  is  done  correctly. 

The  Planning  Board  also  voted  to  amend  its  regulations  consistent  with 
new  state  law  which  provides  for  extended  review  times  for  Form  A  and  other 
subdivision  plans. 

The  summer  of  1987  brought  numerous  requests  for  commercial  and  resi¬ 
dential  development. 

—  Devon  Woods:  400  condominium  units 

—  Tricon  Park  :  1  million  square  feet/office 

—  Braxton  Street:  office  development 

—  Windjammer  Apartments 

—  several  banks 

—  new  Highlands  Fire  Station 

—  daycare  facility 

—  Braintree  Hill  Office  Park 

—  several  residential  subdivisions,  and 

—  Castlemaine:  200  units  elderly  housing 

Also,  in  August  both  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission 
appointed  a  new  Junior  Planner  to  the  staff  to  help  accommodate  the  ever- 
increasing  workload. 
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The  fall  of  1987  brought  burdened  agendas  for  the  Planning  Board,  con¬ 
vening  on  numerous  requests  for  special  permits  (i.e.,  special  exceptions  to  the 
zoning  bylaws),  and  preparations  for  the  October  Town  Meeting.  During  this 
time  the  Board  received  notice  of  the  impending  reuse  of  the  Quincy  Shipyard 
and  immediate  environs,  and  attempted  to  deal  with  various  major  requests: 

—  MWRA  purchase  and  transportation 
—  Massport/Logan  Express 
—  MBTA/parking  lot  redesign 
—  SEMASS/waste  haul  transfer  station 
—  South  Shore  Plaza/office  development 
—  The  Falls/condominiums  in  Quincy 
—  Citgo  Corp  ./dredging  in  Fore  River 
—  Clean  Harbors/Incinerator 

The  Board  also  conducted  a  review  of  the  Town’s  “Development  Task 
Force,”  as  a  means  of  analyzing  the  obstacles  to  communication  and  ultimate 
development,  among  the  various  staffs  dealing  with  that  development.  The 
Board  has  been  implementing  various  ideas  mentioned  in  the  consultant’s  re¬ 
port  so  as  to  streamline  the  administrative  process  and  provide  for  increased 
communications.  Copies  of  the  report  will  be  distributed  to  various  departments 
shortly. 

Staff  was  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  interns  to  assist  in  the  administering 
of  the  numerous  tasks  and  plans,  thus  being  mutually  beneficial  to  the  town  and 
individual.  However,  staff  and  the  Planning  Board  did  suffer  when  one  of  its 
clerks  and  members  were  hospitalized  for  an  extended  period.  The  Planning 
Board  is  grateful  for  the  Personnel  Board’s  continued  support  and  financial 
assistance  in  maintaining  the  Board’s  proper  administrative  treatment  of  all 
applications  and  workflow.  The  Planning  Board’s  Clerk  is  still  hospitalized  at 
this  writing  and  her  absence  somewhat  limits  the  function  of  the  Board  regarding 
permits. 

During  the  year  the  Board  initiated  and/or  conducted  reviews  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

—  Route  37  Transportation  Study 
—  Old  Colony  Railroad  Rehabilitation 
—  Route  3/Union  Street  Interchange  Study 
—  Congentrix:  coal  cogeneration  at  Shipyard 
—  Clean  Power  I:  oil  cogeneration  near  Shipyard 
—  First  Key  Industries:  brewery,  no  site  specified 
—  South  Shore  Coalition:  regional  planning  agency. 

The  Board  also  processed  the  following  grant  applications: 

—  Incentive  Aid  Grant  ($7,500  to  discuss  statutes  and  development 
between  affected  boards) 

—  Metrogrant  ($13 ,000  to  obtain  intern) 

—  Incentive  Aid  Grant  ($22,000  to  obtain  Senior  Planner  for  Housing) 

—  Special  Needs  Grant  ($20,000  for  emergency  analysis  of  Shipyard 
reuse) 
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Throughout  the  year  both  boards  strengthened  the  experience  and  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  staff  by  assigning  them  to  numerous  seminars,  conferences  and 
workshops,  with  noticeable  results  of  being  able  to  deal  immediately  with  cur¬ 
rently  strenuous  development  pressures.  Both  boards  intend  on  continuing  and 
strengthening  this  policy. 

Finally,  the  Planning  Board  grieves  at  the  absence  of  the  former  Board  of 
Health  Chairwoman,  Mrs.  Cindy  Morrissey,  who  recently  passed  away  at  the 
prime  of  her  life  due  to  long  illness.  The  Board  expresses  its  sorrow  to  her 
family  and  friends. 

In  the  immediate  future,  the  Planning  Board  intends  on  promoting  cluster 
zoning,  natural  resource  protection,  streamlining  and  amending  all  regulations 
dealing  with  development,  provide  for  efficient  office  policy,  and  work  with 
other  boards  in  town  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  its  residents.  Some  of  the 
immediate  projects  still  continuing  are: 

-  MWRA 

—  Clean  Harbors 

—  Massport 

-  MBTA 

—  Cogentrix 

—  Old  Colony  Railroad 

—  Pending  Community  Development  Block  Grant  ($500,000) 

Also,  the  Planning  Board  feels  the  expected  radical  increases  in  MWRA 
user  fees  are  unreasonable  and  may  inhibit  the  future  growth  of  the  community 
and  that  a  tax  levy  would  be  more  appropriate  and  accountable  to  the  taxpay¬ 
ers  of  Braintree.

METROPOLITAN  AREA  PLANNING  COUNCIL 


(MAPC) 

Braintree  is  a  valued  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council 
(MAPC),  the  regional  planning  agency  for  101  cities  and  towns  in  the  greater 
Boston  region.  The  Council  provides  planning  services  in  the  areas  of  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transportation,  and  environmental  quality  to 
Braintree  and  other  member  communities. 

In  1987,  Braintree  received  MAPC  assistance  with  advice  on  procedures 
for  the  State’s  Chapter  774  program.  Braintree  also  received  transportation 
technical  assistance  on  the  Route  37  Corridor  Study. 

Several  other  regional  projects  were  produced  by  the  Council  for  Braintree 
and  neighboring  communities  to  promote  sound  planning  activities.  These 
projects  included  several  how-to  manuals,  such  as  The  Catalog  of  Techniques 
for  Preserving  Housing  Affordability,  a  compilation  of  methods  that  towns 
may  consider  implementing  to  preserve  affordable  housing  stock;  and  The 
Growth  Management  Catalog,  an  easy-to-use  reference  book  that  describes  more 
than  40  techniques,  regulations,  programs  and  services  for  managing  growth. 

The  Council  also  compiled  and  developed  the  MAPC  1987  Sites  Survey 
Update,  which  is  a  complete,  current  listing  of  vacant  commercial  and  industrial 
sites  in  the  MAPC  region.  The  survey  is  a  useful  planning  tool  for  anticipating 
or  promoting  locations  for  new  development. 

Several  transportation  projects  were  also  completed  by  MAPC  to  help 
Braintree  and  other  communities  address  local  traffic  concerns.  MAPC’s  Pave¬ 
ment  Management  Forecasting  Model  software  were  created  to  help  highway 
superintendents  improve  methods  for  analyzing  road  reconstruction  and  main¬ 
tenance  needs  in  order  to  more  efficiently  plan  and  expend  local  roadway 
budgets. 

Other  Council  functions  include  review  and  comment  on  projects  and 
programs  affecting  the  region,  publications,  forums  and  legislative  initiatives  to 
facilitate  better  planning.

AIR  POLLUTION 

The  Board  jointly  worked  with  the  Occupationsl  Safety  and  Health  Ad¬ 
ministration  (OSHA),  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  Division  of  Com¬ 
munity  Sanitation,  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE), 
Division  of  Air  Hazards  and  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry,  Division  of 
Industrial  Hygiene.  The  investigations  of  sixteen  (16)  areas  dealing  with  pollu- 
.  tion  problems  were  evaluated. 

BIOLOGICAL  SUPPLIES 

Thayer  Pharmacy,  located  in  South  Braintree  Square,  continued  as  our 
depot  biological  station.  Diagnostic  supplies  were  dispensed  at  the  Health  Of¬ 
fice.  A  total  of  nine  (9)  international  vaccination  certificates  were  stamped  and 
authenticated  by  the  Department. 

BLOOD  PRESSURE  CLINIC 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the 
Council  on  Aging.  A  total  of  1,262  people  were  read  and  checked,  and  a  total 
of  23  were  referred  to  their  personal  physicians  due  to  elevated  pressures. 
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CONTRACTED  SERVICES  FOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 


The  Public  Health  Nursing  Services  has  continued  to  expand  its  health 
services  over  the  past  years.  Community  health  education  has  been  the  focal 
point  with  Nurse  Dena  Salzberg  and  Jane  Pratt  offering  monthly  programs  on 
patient  issues,  including  the  expansion  of  programs  offered  at  the  Health  Fair 
in  the  Spring  to  all  town  residents.  The  event  offered  many  free  screening  tests 
and  community  health  information  with  a  wide  base  of  services  from  social  and 
private  associations  and  organizations  in  attendance.  The  nurses  are  developing 
an  AIDS  for  Spring  of  ’88.  Students  from  the  Northeastern  University  School  of 
Nursing  have  received  their  community  practice  at  the  Board  of  Health  office, 
as  they  have  for  the  past  7  years.  The  staff  worked  closely  with  area  agencies, 
such  as:  American  Red  Cross,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Masons,  Health  Works, 
and  Emergency  Medical  Disaster  Program,  assisting  them  with  their  health 
projects.  Also,  they  maintained  a  close  relationship  with  the  local  hospital  and 
Health  Center. 

The  state-mandated  nursing  services  continue  to  be  rendered:  e.g.,  pre¬ 
maturity,  tuberculosis  follow-up,  communicable  disease  reporting,  mantoux 
testing,  high  risk  maternal  and  child  health.  Home  visits  for  nursing  assessment, 
and  evening  clinics  (weekly)  offer  the  following:  assistance  with  blood  pressure 
monitoring,  nutritional  counseling,  medication  monitoring,  and  diabetic  screen¬ 
ing  which  is  offered  for  all  residents  at  all  age  levels. 

This  year  2,281  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  Department’s 
Public  Health  Nurses.  This  does  not  include  services  performed  in  conjunction 
with  other  agencies  or  the  complete  Flu  Clinic  Program. 

The  nursing  program,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  per¬ 
formed  services  in  conjunction  with  other  community  agencies  offering  various 
services.  The  bowel  cancer  screening  program  included  62  persons.  Also  of¬ 
fered  to  the  community  were  free  monthly  programs  consisting  of  health  lec¬ 
tures  to  community  elders  and  residents  at  several  housing  units. 

ANNUAL  HEALTH  FAIR 

The  Health  Department  again  offered  its  7th  annual  Health  Fair  on  April 
25,  and  a  wide  variety  of  free  testing  was  offered.  Various  local  health  service 
agencies  were  available  to  distribute  public  health  information.  A  total  of  210 
residents  participated. 

BLOOD  DRIVE 

In  August  the  nursing  program  offered  its  7th  American  Red  Cross  Blood 
Drive,  where  a  total  of  56  units  were  donated  by  the  townspeople.  This  drive 
is  offered  just  prior  to  the  holiday  so  that  area  hospitals  have  sufficient  units 
available  for  any  emergency. 
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EVENING  CLINIC 


Public  Health  Nurse  Florence  M.  Leary  offered  the  evening  clinic.  This 
program  is  in  its  seventh  year  at  the  Health  Office.  The  clinic  offers  nursing 
services  to  those  residents  who  are  not  able  to  partake  of  the  day  programs.  A 
total  of  3 15  home  visits  were  made. 

» 

HEALTH  PROGRAMS  AND  WORKSHOP 

The  nurse  consultant,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  develops  health 
programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  with  emphasis  on  cost  contain¬ 
ment. 

DIABETES  CLINIC 

The  Board  of  Health  offered  the  seventh  Diabetic  Clinic.  A  total  of  192 
people  were  served  and  a  total  of  4  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians.  The 
Board  has  reaffirmed  their  yearly  commitment  to  this  program. 

FLU  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  annual  Flu  Program  in  October  for  all  senior  citi¬ 
zens,  including  the  chronically  ill  of  the  town  and  the  residents  of  all  nursing 
homes.  A  total  of  1063  people  were  vaccinated  at  the  Public  Health  Clinics  and 
1992  doses  were  given  to  local  nursing  homes,  health  agencies  and  doctors  for 
distribution. 

PNEUMONIA  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  ninth  town-wide  clinic  to  all  citizens  with  chronic 
ailments  or  anyone  over  60  years  of  age.  The  cost  of  $5.00  per  person  was 
charged  for  the  vaccine.  A  total  of  72  persons  were  vaccinated.  The  Norwell 
Council  on  Aging  received  1 1  doses,  for  which  payment  was  received. 

PASSENGER  SAFETY  PROGRAM 

Public  Health  Nurse  Dena  Salzberg  participated  in  a  state-wide  Passenger 
Safety  Program  and  was  re-certified  as  an  instructor.  She  offered  passenger 
safety  educational  material  and  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

LEAD-TESTING  -  DAY  CARE  CENTERS 

Public  Health  Nurse  Dena  Salzberg  offered  a  lead  testing  program  for  all 
day  care  centers  throughout  the  town,  and  those  children  who  had  elevated 
levels  were  followed  and  referred  to  their  local  physician. 

BABY-SITTING  COURSE 

The  Department  offered  two  Baby-Sitting  Courses,  given  by  Public  Health 
Nurse  Dena  Salzberg.  One  course  was  offered  in  the  Summer,  another  in  the 
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Fall,  and  they  included  32  participants.  This  program  was  offered  under  the 
guidelines  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 


PROGRAM  FOR  DAY  CARE  PROVIDERS  REGARDING  CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASE 

The  Department  offered  day  care  providers  a  program  on  Preventing  the 
Spread  of  Contagious  Diseases.  They  were  advised  of  corrective  measures  that 
should  be  taken  for  handling  the  young  people  at  their  centers.

CPR  TRAINING 

i 

The  Board  of  Health  certified  a  total  of  73  people  in  CPR,  with  443  re¬ 
certified  and  trained  in  the  choke  saver  concept.  This  was  done  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  Mr.  Stephen  White,  an  instructor  certified  by  the  American  Heart 
Association  and  a  nationally  registered  EMT  Instructor. 

This  was  accomplished  under  the  guidelines  of  the  American  Heart  Asso¬ 
ciation,  with  all  costs  submitted  directly  to  the  Heart  Association  by  the  instruc¬ 
tor,  therefore  not  incurring  any  expense  to  the  town.  The  Board  continued  its 
town-wide  Choke  Saver  Program  with  local  restaurants,  cafeteria  personnel  and 
catering  establishments.  The  program  was  developed  and  implemented  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Health.  This  is  the  only  program  of  its  kind  in  the  state.  The 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  this  year  established  requirements  for  other 
Health  Departments  using  Brainteee’s  concept  as  a  guideline. 

FOOD  SERVICE  SANITATION 

Restaurants,  Mobile  Food  Servers,  Market  Registration  and  Catering  Establish¬ 
ments. 

The  Department  continued  its  periodic  inspections  throughout  the  Town, 
including  citizens’  requests,  for  a  total  of  358  inspections.  There  were  9  cases 
of  possible  restaurant  closure  action  for  sanitation  violations. 

FOOD  SERVICE  SEMINAR 

A  Food  Service  Seminar  for  food  service  personnel  was  conducted  in  June 
by  the  Code  Enforcement  Officer.  There  were  264  people  in  attendance.

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS 

The  Department  is  involved  in  the  inspection  of  housing  used  as  rental 
units.  A  total  of  193  units  were  inspected,  of  which  approximately  33%  were 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Health  ot  undergo  major  repairs.  The  Board  filed  ac¬ 
tion  in  the  District  Court  against  a  landlord  who  has  violated  the  State  Sanitary 
Code. 
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IN-SERVICE  EDUCATION 


The  Executive  Health  Officer  attended  the  Mass.  Health  Officers’  Confer¬ 
ence,  as  well  as  the  American  Public  Health  Conference  regarding  federal  regula¬ 
tions  on  hazardous  waste  issues,  including  local  health  administration.  The 
information  gained  at  the  seminar  was  most  beneficial  to  the  town,  due  to  the 
fact  that  it  was  about  state  and  national  regulations  that  are  presently  being 
implemented 

Mr.  Gecewicz,  Executive  Health  Officer,  was  nominated  to  the  position  of 
President  to  the  Mass.  Association  of  Health  Boards.  A  quorum  was  challenged 
and  the  election  was  changed.  He  will  retain  his  Vice  President  office. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
in  planning  spraying  for  the  Spring.  The  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  assisted  residents  with  spraying  information.  This 
was  the  fifth  year  that  the  town  has  contracted  with  the  Norfolk  County  Pro¬ 
ject,  and  we  were  pleased  with  the  service  the  town  has  received. 

Mr.  Gecewicz,  Executive  Health  Officer,  was  appointed  Commissioner  of 
the  Norfolk  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  by  the  State  Department  of  Food 
and  Agriculture  and  the  State  Reclamation  Board. 

POOL  INSPECTIONS 

The  Department’s  Code  Enforcement  Officer  made  52  inspections  of  in¬ 
door  and  outdoor  pools  in  the  town. 

RABIES  CLINIC 

The  Board  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  Jaycees,  held  its 
annual  Rabies  Clinic  in  June.  A  total  of  65  dogs  and  15  cats  were  inoculated. 
The  outstanding  efforts  of  Richard  I.  Harris,  D.V.M.,  and  the  assistance  of  the 
Animal  Control  Department,  made  this  a  successful  program. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Department  spent  inspection  time  at  construction  sites,  shopping 
locations  and  the  town’s  landfill  operation.  An  outside  contractor  for  spraying 
and  baiting  for  rodents  was  utilized  as  needed.  A  review  of  a  neighborhood  was 
made,  showing  no  existing  problem  of  public  health  concerns. 

SANITARY  CONCERNS 

Dumping  violations  in  93  areas  were  cited  by  the  Board  and  corrective 
measures  have  been  taken  by  the  Department.  A  total  of  12  homes  were  re¬ 
quested  to  be  connected  with  the  town  sewer  lines.  The  Sewer  Department 
worked  cooperatively  with  the  Board  to  ensure  that  connections  were  made. 
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The  Board  has  also  directed  13  restaurants  to  install  or  upgrade  existing  grease 
traps.  It  is  believed  this  measure  will  save  maintenance  on  the  town’s  sewer 
system. 

SANITARY  LANDFILL 

The  Board  has  spent  many  hours  with  other  town  departments  and  state 
agencies,  as  well  as  with  consultants  of  SEMASS  and  consultants  regarding  clo¬ 
sure  plans,  conferring  about  the  future  of  the  town’s  landfill.  The  implementa¬ 
tion  and  planning  of  the  waste  disposal  has  continued  again  this  year  to  be  one 
of  the  Board’s  major  concerns.  The  conformance  of  the  present  landfill  to  the 
state’s  requirements  in  the  correction  of  the  landfill  has  been  addressed  with  the 
state  for  the  proper  closing  of  the  area  with  its  compliance  with  all  state  require¬ 
ments.  Thus,  the  goal  of  the  Board  has  taken  place  in  a  safe  and  healthy 
manner. 

The  Board  kept  surveillance  vigil  of  the  Plain  Street  Cemetery  land  fill  area 
to  secure  that  no  illegal  dumping  took  place  on  site. 

SCHOOL  IMMUNIZATION 

The  Board  enforced  the  state  mandate,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Department,  that  all  school-age  children  of  the  town  be  fully  immunized  against 
measles,  mumps,  rubella,  polio,  diptheria  and  tetanus.  The  Board  strongly 
agrees  that  all  children  under  six  years  of  age  be  tested  for  lead  poisoning.  The 
Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Department’s  physician,  immunized  a  total  of 
91  High  School  students  (from  Braintree  High  School  and  Archbishop  Williams 
High  School)  for  diptheria,  tetanus  and  polio. 

SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  Board  acted  on  all  requests  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and 
Planning  Board  regarding  special  permits. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

The  Board  has  reviewed  and  taken  action  on  1 1  subdivisions. 

TRIAGE 

The  Board  continued  its  Triage  Program;  it  is  the  only  such  community 
with  the  program  to  date.  It  has  become  a  model  for  other  communities.  The 
Board  reappointed  a  Senior  Medical  Field  Officer  who  has  developed  a  training 
program  with  fire,  police,  ambulances  and  regional  hospitals.  Five  field  disaster 
officers  were  retrained  by  the  guidelines  of  the  Mass.  Office  of  Emergency  Medi¬ 
cal  Services  and  Disaster  Plan.  A  drill  was  conducted  last  Spring  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  Quincy  City  Hospital  and  local  ambulance  services. 

The  new  concepts  are  to  be  implemented  as  the  town’s  Emergency  Medi¬ 
cal  Service  (EMS)  Program  develops.  The  Board  is  confident  that  the  health 
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and  safety  of  the  community  is  enriched  by  the  program  and  that  it  meets  the 
Emergency  Medical  Services  needs  of  the  community.

CLEAN  HARBORS  SITING  ASSIGNMENT 

The  most  crucial  issue  that  continues  as  in  past  years  is  the  Board  of 
Health’s  dealing  with  the  Clean  Harbors  of  Braintree  hazardous  waste  site  lo¬ 
cated  at  385  Quincy  Avenue,  Braintree,  MA.  The  Board  of  Health,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Town  Counsel,  utilized  an  attorney  from  the  firm  of  Mintz, 
Levin,  Mr.  Stanley  Twarog,  Esq.,  regarding  the  issue.  The  Board  secured  the  use 
of  the  attorneys,  Sanford  Lewis  and  Bruce  Singal.  The  Board  was  concerned 
with  emissions  from  the  pathelogical  incinerator  and  after  requiring  D.E.Q.E.  to 
evaluate  the  emissions,  the  Clean  Harbor  Co.  did  testing. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  D.E.Q.E.  were  also  involved.  The 
testing  proved  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  alterations  of  the  system.  The  old 
incinerator  must  go  under  major  alterations.  The  incinerator  was  closed  volun¬ 
tarily  by  the  Company  in  late  Fall  and  the  Board  monitored  the  area  so  that  no 
activity  would  take  place.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective,  and  economically 
feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the 
drainage  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water,  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources. 

Culverts  cleaned  and  opened  1  count

Larviciding:  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is 
the  next  most  effective  control  effort.

Surveys,  inspections  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  programs  include 
locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas,  larval  and  adult  collections,  and  fieldwork 
evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 

The  Project  received  82  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

BRAINTREE  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 


During  1987  Braintree’s  recycling  program  removed  about  200  tons  of 
paper,  glass  and  aluminum  from  the  regular  trash  stream.  Over  this  period  the 
average  cost  of  disposing  of  a  ton  of  trash  was  $73.00,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of 
collection. 

The  cost  to  recycle  a  ton  of  paper  or  glass  was  no  more  than  $20,  thus 
recycling  saved  the  town  at  least  $53.00  for  every  ton  recycled. 

The  disposal  problems  in  Massachusetts  and  the  uncertainties  in  Braintree’s 
future  situation  make  it  all  the  more  important  that  more  Braintree  citizens 
recycle.

REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH-BRAINTREE 
REGIONAL  RECREATION-CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 


In  accordance  with  the  bylaws  of  the  towns,  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
hereby  submit  this  report. 

A  lot  of  reforestation  and  clearing  of  trails  was  done  at  the  park  this  year. 
Many  park  structures  were  rebuilt  and  repaired. 

Developers  who  would  like  to  build  on  land  bounding  Pond  Meadow  Park 
have  come  before  the  board  to  present  their  proposals. 
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A  number  of  Eagle  Scout  projects  were  completed  at  the  park.  A  highly 
successful  Summer  Nature  Program  was  held  at  the  park  also.  Wild  turkeys  were 
released  in  the  park  and  a  covey  of  quail  was  donated  to  the  park. 

The  park  bounds  that  were  missing  or  vandalized  were  replaced. 

An  art  nature  program  was  held  at  the  park  under  the  direction  of  a 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art  student. 

The  Weymouth  entrance  to  the  park  is  in  the  process  of  being  improved. 

Legislation  in  both  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  has  been 
amended  so  that  Conservation  Districts  may  qualify  for  funding. 

The  possibility  of  a  comfort  station  at  Pond  Meadow  Park  has  again  been 
discussed  and  will  not  be  abandoned  due  to  extreme  difficulty  in  funding. 

An  encroachment  committee  has  been  formed  primarily  to  keep  all  alert 
to  possible  commercialization  of  land  contiguous  to  Pond  Meadow  Park. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  Boards  of  Selectmen 
and  various  departments  for  their  assistance  and  support  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSION 


The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commission,  under  the  leadership 
for  the  second  consecutive  year  of  Gerald  W.  Furness,  conducted  22  meetings 
during  the  year  for  its  7  members.  The  year  might  be  referred  to  as  a  year  of 
tremendous  activity,  progress  and  individual  projects  accomplished  within  the 
appropriated  allocated  funds. 

The  Board,  saddened  by  the  long  term  illness  of  its  colleague  Bill  Parlee 
from  the  Planning  Board,  was  greatful  for  the  interim  replacement  appointment 
of  Allan  Fitzsimmons  to  sit  in  during  Mr.  Parlee’s  illness  in  October.  From 
March  through  May,  Park  Commissioner  Francis  J.  Curtis,  a  School  Committee 
member  appointment  to  the  Board,  was  away  on  out-of-state  active  military 
status  and  the  School  Board  temporarily  appointed  from  within  its  membership 
Mrs.  Janice  Amorosino  as  Mr.  Curtis’  replacement  during  that  period. 

Among  the  major  accomplishments  completed  or  well  underway  during 
1987  by  the  Department  were  the  following:  complete  resurfacing  and  relining 
of  the  Braintree  High  School  8  lane  all  weather  track  facility  by  a  company  from 
Houston,  Texas;  play  area  cleaning  and  reseeding  at  the  Monatiquot  School 
which  was  scheduled  for  reopening  by  the  School  Department  in  September; 
reconstruction  of  the  junior  varsity  baseball  field  at  the  high  school  and  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  more  than  1 ,200  feet  of  underground  irrigation  system  piping  at  the 
high  school  to  connect  all  fields  at  the  high  school  with  the  town’s  new  system 
pumping  station  along  the  access  road. 

Also  accomplished  were  the  dedication  and  reconstruction  of  a  little 
league  field  at  the  Hollingsworth  Park  facility  off  Pond  Street  in  cooperation 
with  a  memorial  committee  so  that  in  October  the  Robert  Rull  Field  was  dedi¬ 
cated  in  memory  of  a  young  adult  killed  by  an  automobile  accident  in  1986; 
construction  of  a  new  playground  at  the  Highlands  Elementary  School  on 
Wildwood  Avenue  that  consisted  of  new  perimeter  fencing,  new  basketball 
court,  new  play  apparatus,  resealcoating  and  relining  of  the  twin  tennis  courts 
and  cleaning  of  the  rear  yard  at  the  school;  refurbished  playgrounds  at  Harris 
Playground  off  Elmlawn  Road  and  Hollingsworth  Playground  off  Pond  Street; 
a  new,  and  first  installed  in  town,  under  cover  cedar  wood  picnic  shelter  at 
Sunset  Lake,  and  final  completion  of  the  Liberty  School  playground  area  with 
new  fencing  and  basketball  court  completed. 

The  Department  was  kept  very  busy  in  the  Spring  by  supporting  more 
than  65  local  organizations  who  utilized  the  42  fields  that  the  Department  re¬ 
stored  into  playing  conditions  after  the  very  wet  April  that  set  many  of  these 
field  preparations  behind  schedule  due  to  wetness.  With  the  school  athletic 
competitions  from  varsity  down  to  the  freshmen  levels,  the  junior  high  schools, 
local  private  schools,  two  youth  little  league  level  baseball  programs,  youth 
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soccer,  youth  softball  and  adult  softball  programs,  Spring  annually  has  become 
the  busiest  time  of  year  for  the  Department’s  equipment  and  manpower  to  work 
wonders  in  providing  the  safest,  cleanest  and  best  looking  playing  fields  on  the 
South  Shore. 

More  than  3,000  separate  contests  are  held  annually  on  Braintree  fields 
in  the  Spring  and  summertime  involving  literally  thousands  of  young  people  and 
adults  alike,  pursuing  their  recreational  and  interscholastic  sport  endeavors. 

Four  local  young  girls  traveled,  all  expenses  paid,  to  Hershey,  Pennsylvania 
in  August  to  compete  at  the  Hershey’s  National  Track  and  Field  Youth  Program 
finals.  Jill  MacDonald,  Meghan  Rooney,  Bonny  Roper  and  Jill  Watts,  who  rep¬ 
resented  the  Braintree  Track  Club  at  the  state  finals  of  this  program  in  July, 
came  in  first  place  and  their  result  was  the  best  of  the  same  4  x  100  Meter  Relay 
Team  results  from  all  of  the  5  New  England  states  which  qualified  these  young¬ 
sters  to  attend  the  national  finals  to  compete  with  youngsters  their  same  ages 
from  all  50  states.  The  Department  again  played  host  to  the  state  and  New 
England  program,  making  this  opportunity  available  to  the  more  than  150 
Braintree  kids,  the  more  than  5,000  statewide  kids  and  more  than  15,000  New 
England  regional  youngsters  to  compete  in  this  program  in  1987. 

In  July  the  Department  was  privileged  and  pleased  to  be  facility  hosts  to 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  State  Babe  Ruth  Tournament  which,  by  the  way,  the 
Braintree  15  year  olders  won  and  went  on  to  compete  in  the  New  England 
Regional  Tournament  in  Connecticut.  The  Braintree  youngsters  and  tornament 
committee  planners  all  provided  our  Braintree  High  School  Memorial  Baseball 
Field  the  show  casing  it  deserves  on  a  state  level  and  the  raves  received  by  the 
visiting  teams  proved  the  fact  that  Braintree’s  facility  takes  a  back  seat  to  no 
other  facility  of  its  kind  in  this  area. 

In  an  attempt  to  organize,  prioritize  and  develop  more  aesthetically  pleas¬ 
ant  areas  of  town  owned  landscape  in  the  town,  the  Park  Commission  in  1987 
appointed  the  town’s  first  ever  Beautification  Committee  and  from  among  the 
Park  Board  ranks,  Mrs.  Sheila  D.  Roach  served  as  its  chairman.  Many  intersec¬ 
tions  were  enhanced  with  the  planting  of  flower  beds,  the  South  Braintree  Park¬ 
ing  Lot  was  organized  for  a  thorough  cleaning,  lining  and  planter  barriers 
installed  through  the  initiatives  of  this  Committee. 

With  many  other  projects  underway  with  a  $1,500  grant  authorized 
through  the  Park  Commission’s  Marion  Leary  Trust  Fund  for  park  beautification 
projects,  this  Committee  deserves  many  thoughts  of  appreciation  for  its  first 
year  projects.  Many  more  similar  improvements  are  hoped  for  in  the  coming 
year  from  this  Committee. 

The  Park  Board  was  approached  by  a  planning  committee  representing 
many  families  in  town  during  the  Fall  seeking  and  receiving  Board  support  for 
the  installation  in  town  of  a  Robert  Leathers  Creative  Playground  during  the 
coming  year.  Estimated  to  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  $50,000,  this  wood 
constructed  playground  would  be  the  most  exciting  young  children’s  playground 
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in  the  town’s  history.  A  massive  townwide  fund  raising  effort  is  underway  in 
hopes  of  raising  all  the  needed  funds  to  make  this  playground  a  reality  during 
1988  with  the  Park  Board’s  assumed  role  of  perpetual  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  structure  once  completed.  The  Board  is  pleased  to  take  a  major  role  in  the 
planning  and  hopeful  development  of  this  project. 

Engineering  expertise  was  engaged  in  the  Fall  through  Gale  Associates, 
Inc.,  of  Weymouth  to  study  the  full  scope  needs  of  replacing  the  roof  at  the 
Daughraty  Gymnasium  to  provide  for  a  safer  playing  surface  at  this  recreational 
facility  for  many  years  to  come.  Over  the  past  9  years  of  recreational  usage 
prior  to  and  after  Park  Department  acquisition  of  this  building,  some  relatively 
ineffective  repair  initiatives  have  still  resulted  in  a  leaky  roof  that  makes  the  gym 
floor  hazardous  for  users.  Estimated  to  cost  the  town  in  excess  of  $80,000  in 
1988,  the  Park  Board  hopes  that  this  fully  funded  project  will  lead  to  a  safer  and 
healthier  facility  for  the  town  in  the  years  ahead. 

Finally,  the  Board  was  particularly  pleased  to  acquire  through  town  meet¬ 
ing  vote  the  former  Abraham  Lincoln  school  property  bounded  between  Hobart 
and  Bowditch  Streets  in  East  Braintree.  The  almost  5  acre  parcel  has  remained 
dormant  since  the  school  was  closed  in  1979  and  torn  down  by  the  town  in  the 
early  1980’s.  The  Park  Board  is  hopeful,  with  neighborhood  input  during  1988, 
to  obtain  the  necessary  3—4  year  funding  to  bring  about  a  new  outdoor  public 
park  facility  that  can  and  will  be  enjoyed  by  residents  of  that  area  of  town  for 
many  years  ahead. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  various  boards,  com¬ 
missions  and  town  department  officials  who  provided  much  local  assistance  to 
make  many  of  the  Department’s  project  work  successful  during  the  year. 
Without  this  excellent  mutual  cooperation  of  all  of  the  town  boards  and 
officials,  our  task  would  be  much  more  difficult  to  respond  to  the  demand  of 
the  townspeople  to  provide  Braintree  with  outstanding  indoor  and  outdoor 
recreational  facilities  and  programs.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  GOLF  COURSE  OPERATING  COMMITTEE 


The  Braintree  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee,  consisting  of  9  appoint¬ 
ments  by  Park  Commission  members,  met  a  total  of  14  separate  times  in  1987, 
amassing  a  composite  attendance  of  74%  for  the  year. 

Mr.  C.  Roger  Barry  of  East  Braintree,  who  has  served  on  this  Committee 
for  the  town  since  1960,  submitted  his  resignation  from  the  Committee  in 
March,  citing  the  fact  that  his  one  lasting  desire  to  have  a  new  clubhouse  was 
reason  enough  to  step  aside  for  someone  to  replace  him.  Mr.  Barry,  who  is  a 
staff  reporter  for  the  Patriot  Ledger,  has  covered  the  sport  of  golf  on  an  interna¬ 
tional  level  over  the  past  many  years  and  his  background  and  knowledge  of  golf 
course  operations  was  always  an  added  bonus  to  the  town’s  municipally  oper¬ 
ated  golf  course.  Mr.  Barry’s  service  to  this  Committee  and  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree  for  so  many  years  was  indeed  an  outstanding  service  to  his  community  and 
his  contributions  will  be  missed. 

Replacing  Mr.  Barry  on  the  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  in  March 
was  Mr.  Herbert  “Bud”  Morton  who  retired  in  1986  from  the  Park  Department 
as  General  Supervisor  for  Grounds  Maintenance.  Mr.  Morton,  who  was  the 
foreman  for  maintenance  at  the  golf  course  prior  to  his  management  level  pro¬ 
motion  in  1980,  became  an  instant  added  asset  to  the  Committee  with  his  bud¬ 
getary,  planning  and  operational  knowledge  of  the  golf  course.  With  regrets, 
Mr.  Morton  submitted  his  resignation  to  the  Committee  in  late  Summer  as  he 
and  his  wife  uprooted  from  the  town  to  move  to  California. 

The  Park  Commissioners  in  September  voted  to  appoint  Mr.  Arthut  Maling 
of  Braintree  Highlands  to  replace  Mr.  Morton.  Mr.  Maling,  who  has  contributed 
many  personal  hours  of  assistance  to  the  town  in  keeping  the  old  clubhouse 
operational  in  the  final  years  of  the  facility,  was  a  welcomed  addition  to  the 
Committee. 

Despite  an  unseasonably  wet  month  of  April  in  1987  that  kept  the  golf 
course  closed,  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  23  of  the  first  30  days  of  good 
annual  golfing,  the  course  established  another  record  shattering  year  of  collected 
receipts.  For  the  entire  year  the  course  generated  a  total  of  $416,288  in  receipts 
which  is  an  increase  of  over  14%  from  the  previous  year  and  the  first  time  ever 
more  than  $400,000  was  collected  in  one  calendar  year.  A  total  of  373  mem¬ 
bership  permits  were  sold  by  golf  professional  Warren  Birch  prior  to  April  1st, 
so  revenue-wise  the  golf  course  achieved  its  best  year  since  owning  the  course, 
which  started  in  1954. 

The  major  story  of  the  entire  year  was  the  construction  start  of  our  new 
golf  course  clubhouse  and  maintenance  garage.  After  public  bidding  of  the  con¬ 
struction  project  during  the  summertime,  a  contract  was  signed  by  the  Board  of 
Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  at  its  September  meeting  in  the  amount 
of  $544,854  with  the  Robert  Cook  &  Sons  of  Braintree,  the  hired  General  Con¬ 
tractor  for  the  project.  The  expected  completion  date  for  the  project  is  April 
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1988.  Demoliton  of  the  old  clubhouse  and  wood  garage  took  place  the  week  of 
September  23rd  and  the  project  was  well  underway  as  the  year  closed.  The 
Town  Meeting  voted  to  authorize  a  bond  issue  be  sold  in  the  amount  of 
$550,000  which  our  Town  Treasurer  Robert  Breen  completed  the  process  in 
September  at  a  10  year  loan  commitment.  The  new  building,  despite  being 
new,  modern  and  more  efficient,  will  much  better  service  the  interests  and  needs 
of  the  golfing  patron  at  the  golf  course  for  years  to  come.  The  golf  year  1988 
should  bring  much  excitement  to  the  golfer  as  the  project  nears  its  completion 
in  early  Spring. 

New  golfer  scorecards  were  acquired  through  a  local  company,  Media 
Reps,  Inc.,  who  was  engaged  by  the  Operating  Committee  to  furnish  35,000 
golf  scorecards  for  our  facility  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  This  arrangement  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  first  time  a  golf  card  with  a  picture  of  our  old  clubhouse  on  the 
cover.  In  multiple  colors,  the  cards  included  local  business  advertisements 
which  were  sold  by  the  company  to  defray  the  cost  of  this  opportunity. 

As  the  year  closed,  the  records  showed  that  more  than  51,000  golfers 
used  the  18  hole  golf  course  facility,  even  though  there  was  some  inconvenience 
due  to  the  construction  project.  Operating  out  of  two  rented  trailers,  the  golfer 
had  much  less  space  to  register  and  purchase  golfing  supplies,  but  knowing  it 
is  only  temporary  for  much  larger  new  spaces  in  the  Spring,  the  golfers  were 
very  obliging  to  accept  the  inconveniences. 

The  Operating  Committee  is  extremely  appreciative  of  the  assistance  en¬ 
countered  with  the  following,  without  whose  help  our  year  would  have  been 
considerably  more  difficult  to  handle:  Members  of  the  Board  of  Parks  and 
Playgrounds  Commission,  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland,  Town  Treasurer 
Robert  Breen,  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  Manager  Walter  McGrath  and 
his  crew,  Water/Sewer  Commission  and  its  Maintenance  Manager  Joseph  Toma, 
Finance  Committee  Chairman  James  Mullin  and  his  committee  for  their  support 
and  understanding  of  our  financial  matters  for  the  bond  issue,  Parks  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  Superintendent  William  Hedlund,  Park  Department  General  Supervisor  for 
Grounds  Maintenance  A1  Graziano  and  his  maintenance  crews  headed  by  fore¬ 
men  David  Devin  at  the  golf  course  and  Vaughn  Lovejoy  of  the  park  mainten¬ 
ance  division. 

Our  expression  of  appreciation  is  extended  to  all  of  the  above  and  the 
town  meeting  members  and  golfing  public  who  made  1987  a  year  long  not  to 
be  forgotten.

GOLF  COURSE  OPERATING  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


This  report  is  respectfully  submitted  as  a  general  summary  of  the  Conser¬ 
vation  Commission’s  activities  for  calendar  year  1987. 

Past  Activities 

In  January  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission  both  inter¬ 
viewed  numerous  applicants  for  the  positions  of  Director  of  Planning/Conserva¬ 
tion,  and  Environmental  Coordinator  to  fill  these  positions  on  this  joint  staff 
which  had  been  vacant  for  a  period  of  5  months.  These  two  individuals  com¬ 
menced  employment  in  February  and  were  immediately  faced  with  an  office 
already  submerged  with  plans,  reports  and  administrative  requirements,  and 
they  have  not  caught  up  yet. 

The  Conservation  Commission  also  voted  to  assign  Mr.  Michael  Almada, 
the  former  director  of  the  Department,  as  its  consultant  in  designing  an  Open 
Space  Plan  for  Braintree;  this  process  is  still  ongoing. 

In  preparation  for  May  Town  Meeting,  the  Commission  underwent  an  in- 
depth  review  of  the  section  of  the  town’s  bylaws  dealing  with  wetlands  so  as  to 
better  clarify  language  in  line  with  the  state’s  rules.  Also,  as  part  of  that  Town 
Meeting,  the  Commission  submitted  a  request  for  $100,000  for  land  acquisition 
to  embark  on  a  yearly  program  of  purchasing  parcels  that  serve  open  space, 
wetlands  preservation,  or  drainage  resolution  purpose.  Once  Town  Meeting 
endorses  its  Open  Space  Plan,  the  Commission  expects  to  initiate  this  land  pur¬ 
chase  program  for  identified  parcels. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Commission  was,  and  is  still,  involved  in  litiga¬ 
tion  on  alleged  wetland  encroachment  as  conducted  by  J.  G.  Grant  and  Sons, 
and  Graziano  Construction.  Also,  the  Commission  entertained  several  applica¬ 
tions  for  construction  in  a  wetlands.  Some  of  the  more  notable  were: 

—  Highlands  Fire  Station 

—  St.  Johnsbury  Trucking 

—  Devon  Woods 

—  South  Braintree  Park 

-  Citgo 

—  Clean  Harbors 

—  Windjammer  Apartments 

—  Landfill  Capping

—  several  condominium  projects 

In  September  the  Commission  conducted  two  innovative  projects  that 
could  benefit  Braintree,  namely,  a  town-wide  aerial  photographic  survey  in 
infra-red  color,  and  a  call  for  the  design  of  a  Land  Stewardship  Plan  which  would 
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outline  practicable  management  principles  of  the  maintenance  of  conservation 
lands.  Residents  are  always  invited  to  view  the  aerial  photographs  of  their 
neighborhood  during  normal  business  hours  at  the  town  offices. 

Throughout  the  year  staff  monitored  ongoing  projects,  compliance  orders, 
and  Cease  and  Desist  violations. 

Upcoming  and  continuing  projects  include  leaf  composting,  solid  waste 
recycling,  and  drainage  reviews. 

The  Commission  also  co-sponsored  the  following  grant  applications  on 
behalf  of  the  Department: 

—  Incentive  Aid  Grant  ($7,500  to  discuss  statutes  and  development 
between  affected  boards) 

—  Metro  Grant  ($3,000  to  obtain  intern) 

—  Incentive  Aid  Grant  ($22,000  to  obtain  Senior  Planner) 

—  Special  Neess  Grant  ($20,000  for  emergency  an  analysis  of  shipyard 
reuse)

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  currently  owns  or  subsidizes  483  housing 
units  in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the 
offices  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  at  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree 
Highlands,  called  Highlands  Green.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at  least  62  years  of  age,  have  an  annual  in¬ 
come  of  not  more  than  $15,232  for  one  person,  $17,408  for  a  couple,  and  assets 
of  no  more  than  $15,000. 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on 
Heritage  Lane  in  East  Braintree.  This  site  is  being  modernized  over  a  three-year 
period  with  funds  awarded  to  the  Authority. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  205  subsidized  units  for  low  in¬ 
come  elderly  and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments,  81 
units  subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence 
Manor,  and  40  units  subsidized  in  the  private  housing  market  at  large.  The 
annual  income  limites  for  admission  to  the  program  range  from  $15,232  for  one 
person  to  $24,480  for  six  persons,  and  the  maximum  allowable  assets  are 
$15,000.  Of  the  40  units,  9  are  for  the  homeless  mentally  ill  at  555  Washington 
Street  which  has  been  a  home  for  the  mentally  ill  for  several  years. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State-aided.  The  Braintree  Housing  Authority 
owns  three  single  family  and  two,  two-family  homes  for  the  larger  low-income 
families  at  scattered  sites,  a  total  of  7  units.  The  income  limits  for  admission 
and  continued  occupancy  are  the  same  as  for  the  Tental  Assistance  Program. 
Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  in¬ 
come  for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally-aided.  100 
units  at  scattered  sites  in  the  private  Housing  Market.  The  annual  income  limits 
for  admission  to  this  program  range  from  $14,400  for  one  person  to  $22,200  for 
five  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset  limitation  for  eligibility.  Persons  to  whom 
Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued,  seek  suitable  housing  accommodations  in 
moderately  priced  existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permissable  rents,  includ¬ 
ing  all  utilities,  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $617  for  a  one-bedroom 
unit,  $727  for  a  two-bedroom  unit,  and  $908  for  a  three-bedroom  unit. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns 
a  large  single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Resi¬ 
dence  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  live-in  staff.  There  are  eight  full-time  resi¬ 
dents  and  one  Respite  Care  room  for  periodic  use.  The  South  Shore  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Center,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  leases  the 
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property  for  the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational 
training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well  as  training  in  independent  living  skills. 

New  Projects  under  Development 

In  February  1985  we  were  awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $740,000  to 
develop  19  units  of  Congregate  Housing  at  Highlands  Green.  Groundbreaking 
ceremonies  were  held  in  December  of  1986  with  a  projected  date  for  occupancy 
in  early  1988.  Congregate  living  is  a  relatively  new  concept  for  older  people  who 
do  not  wish  to  live  alone  or  cannot  live  alone  for  whatever  reason,  yet  do  not 
require  medical  supervision.  It  allows  our  elderly  to  live  independently  but  in  a 
setting  which  provides  companionship,  social  interaction,  and  support  services 
on  an  as-needed  basis.

REPORT  OF  THE  HANDICAPPED  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  serves  as  a  resource  referral  and  information  service  to 
help  the  handicapped  of  Braintree  and  their  families.  The  Braintree  Commission 
on  the  Handicapped  operates  out  of  Town  Hall,  Braintree,  and  is  equipped  with 
TDD  (telecommunications  device  for  the  deaf).  Regular  meetings  are  generally 
held  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7 :00  p.m.  and  are  open  to  the  public. 

During  the  past  year,  guests  were  invited  from  the  following  agencies:  the 
Therapeutic  Community,  Inc.,  Emergency  Alert  System,  MBTA  Advisory  Board, 
Epilepsy  Foundation  of  America,  Braintree  Fire  Department  and  a  van  conser- 
sion  company.  In  addition,  Ms.  Doreen  Brids,  author  of  a  reference  booklet 
‘WHAT’S  AVAILABLE’  brought  with  her  a  copy  of  the  booklet  which  was 
dedicated  to  Bill  Greene,  past  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Commission. 
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Letters  of  support  were  sent  regarding  housing  for  the  handicapped. 
Cardinal  Law  was  contacted  relative  to  access  in  Catholic  churches  in  Braintree. 
In  addition,  Quintree  Mall  and  the  Braintree  Hospital  were  contacted  regarding 
handicap  parking  problems.  Actions  have  been  taken  to  request  an  evacuation 
plan  be  made  a  license  requirement  for  companies  storing  hazardous  materials 
in  Braintree. 

Before  construction  of  Town  Hall  this  summer,  volunteers  manning  the 
office  were  John  Rooney,  Joe  Venuti  and  myself.  My  term  of  office  expired 
in  January  and  the  Commission  voted  me  in  as  Chairman  for  another  three  years. 
Mr.  John  Rooney  was  also  reappointed  as  a  member  for  three  years.  Commis¬ 
sion  participated  in  Health  Fair  on  April  25,  1987  and  at  a  Fund  Raiser  on  the 
Fourth  of  July. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  assisted  in  our  efforts 
during  the  past  year.  Special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Braintree  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  for  its  assistance. 

Work  is  still  in  progress  on  curb  cuts,  improved  accessibility  at  the  post 
office  and  other  local  structures  in  Braintree,  both  old  and  new. 

Continuing  goal  for  the  Commission  is  to  identify  and  work  with  those 
Braintree  residents  who  need  and  request  our  services.

HANDICAPPED  COMMISSION 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Braintree  Council  on  Aging  Offices  and  the  Senior  Citizen  Multi- 
Purpose  Center  operate  with  one  full-time  staff  person,  one  full-time  Outreach 
Worker  a  a  full  time  custodian  and  one  part-time  clerical.  We  also  have  two 
senior  aides,  one  health  aide,  one  part-time  Outreach  worker  and  the  staff  of 
Social  Day  Care  Program,  all  of  whom  are  part-time  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs.  We  also  have  many  volunteers  who  con¬ 
tribute  an  average  of  600  hours  per  month  providing  much  needed  services  for 
the  elderly. 

This  past  year  we  again  offered  the  6-week  training  program;  “Caring  for 
Elders  at  Home.”  This  program  has  been  very  successful  and  helpful  to  the 
residents  of  Braintree  by  providing  information  and  support  in  their  efforts  to 
keep  family  members  in  the  home. 

This  is  the  third  year  of  the  Social  Day  Care  Program  and  it  is  held  three 
days  per  week  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  12  clients.  We  also  have  a 
new  program  —  Home  Assistance  Specialist  —  who  provides  short-term  support 
services  for  persons  discharged  from  hospitals  who  may  be  lacking  assistance. 
Transportation  remains  one  of  our  major  problems,  however,  we  are  anticipating 
a  wheelchair  van  in  the  near  future.

REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  assists  the  eligible  veterans,  their 
dependents  and  survivors  as  provided  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chap¬ 
ter  115  as  amended.  In  addition,  this  Department  provides  administrative 
maintenance  and  liaison  services  for  Federal  Benefits  to  veterans  through  the 
Veterans’  Administration  on  claims  award  and  other  services  for  eligible  veterans 
and  their  dependents. 

CHAPTER  115  VETERANS’  BENEFITS 

During  1987  calendar  year,  92  families  were  assisted  by  benefits  from  the 
Town  of  Braintree  by  direct  financial  aid,  including  unemployment  benefits, 
payment  of  medical  and  fuel  bills,  assistance  in  filing  for  eligible  tax  abatements. 

A  total  of  $122,745.27  was  expended  by  the  Veterans’  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  for  veterans’  benefits  and  administrative  cost  for  Fiscal  Year  1987.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Braintree  approxi¬ 
mately  $51,388.71  minus  their  share  on  recoveries  as  a  result  of  legal  assign¬ 
ments  and  liens  of  $7,198.10. 

All  employable  recipients  of  veterans’  benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly 
reports  regarding  their  job-hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services. 
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In  addition,  field  visits  to  recipients  are  made  by  the  Director  of  Veterans’ 
Services.  Periodic  investigations  are  made  by  state  investigators  to  receipients 
and  to  the  Veterans’  Services  office  to  audit  the  records  to  insure  eligibility  and 
compliance  with  program  rules. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  in  all  known  cases  of  eligibility  of  Federal,  State 
and  private  programs,  including  Veterans’  Administration  disability  awards; 
non-service  connected  pension  awards  for  veterans,  widows  and  other  depend¬ 
ents;  Social  Security  and  Social  Security  Disability;  Supplemental  Security  In¬ 
come;  community  action  programs  and  other  programs  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
veterans’  benefits  paid  by  the  town  to  the  lowest  possible  level  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  veterans’  welfare  being  our  top  priority. 

VETERANS’  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  continues  to  perform  administra¬ 
tive  maintenance  and  liaison  services  on  claims  and  awards  involving  well  in 
excess  of  three  million  dollars  received  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans’ 
Administration  on  an  annual  basis.  This  requires  constant  review  of  Veterans’ 
Administration  program  eligibility  rules  and  other  changes  and  the  procurement 
and  maintenance  of  VA  forms  in  order  to  service  all  types  of  claims  for  veterans 
and  dependents  in  an  efficient  manner.  This  service  includes  new  claims;  main¬ 
tenance  information,  such  as  change  in  family  status,  income  statements,  disa¬ 
bility  status;  and  many  other  types  of  service. 

In  addition  to  maintenance,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  and  sub¬ 
mission  of  an  estimated  75  new  claims  or  renewals  on  behalf  of  veterans  or 
dependents  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  disability,  pensions,  burial  expenses, 
education  benefits  and  assistance  in  VA  hospital  admissions. 

OTHER  SERVICES  RENDERED  IN  1987 

Transportation  in  emergency  and  other  essential  cases  to  hospitals  and 
other  health-care  facilities;  counseling  and  reference  for  SS,  SSI  and  welfare 
cases;  certification  for  real  estate  abatements;  and  to  assist  our  military  retirees 
with  problems  they  may  have  with  the  military  on  retirement  health  and  sur¬ 
vivors’  benefit  programs.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION 


All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared 
for  by  the  Graves  Registration  Office  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  Chapterl  14,  Section  46A  and  Chapter  1 15  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  in  the  state  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  is  required  to  file  an  affidavit  with  the  City  or  Town  wherein  the  burial 
took  place  in  accordance  with  Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Permanent  registration  cards  are  kept  on  file  in  the  Veterans’  Services 
Office.  At  this  point  in  time,  98  affidavits  were  filed  with  the  office  during 
calendar  year  1987. 

A  flag  is  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased  veterans  each  Memorial  Day 
and  approximately  3,348  graves  were  decorated  in  1987. 

Application  for  U.S.  Government  grave  markers  can  be  obtained  at  the 
Veterans’  Services  Office  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  by  the 
Veterans’  Administration  free  of  charge.  The  installation  of  the  markers  are 
governed  by  the  regulations  of  the  cemetery  involved.  Information  on  these 
rules  may  also  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans’  Services  Office  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Veterans’  Services  Office  is  grateful  to  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Post 
1702,  the  Disabled  American  Veterans  Chapter  29  and  the  American  Legion 
Post  86  for  their  assistance  in  decorating  veterans’  graves  in  the  Braintree  ceme¬ 
teries.  Also,  we  are  grateful  to  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Gene  Walsh,  Superintendent 
of  Braintree  Cemeteries,  for  his  constant  help  in  this  program  each  year.

Although  the  Committee  met  infrequently  during  1987,  our  Ranger 
monitered  the  activity  in  the  forest  and  arranged  clean-up  details  by  Scout 
troups  during  the  year.  He  also  patrolled  the  entire  perimeter  several  times  in 
1987,  reporting  on  several  suspected  encroachments. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  been  doing  an  ongoing  survey  to  provide 
a  definite  perimeter  delination.  They  expect  to  be  completed  early  in  1988. 
Upon  completion,  the  Committee  expects  to  be  able  to  discover  the  true 
encroachments. 

In  the  spirit  of  further  agency  cooperation,  the  Committee  sought  coun¬ 
cil  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  thru  the  Norfolk  Conservation  District 
Board  of  Supervisors.  We  also  agreed  to  administer  a  clean-up  effort  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Selectmen,  Highway  Department,  Board  of  Health,  and  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission. 

In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  collaborate  with  the  Beautification,  High¬ 
way  and  Park  Departments,  as  well  as  taking  advantage  of  volunteer  help.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
THAYER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


In  1987  the  Thayer  Public  Library  continued  pursuit  of  its  new  direction 
of  automated  resources  sharing,  while  providing  traditional  quality  services  to  a 
heightened  degree. 

It  was  a  “banner”  year  for  free  public  programming,  including  professional 
programs  donated  by  Library  Trustees,  such  as  “Page  Out  of  Time”  from  the 
Higgins  Armory  Museum  for  adults  and  the  Dinosaur  Show  for  children  by 
trained  puppeteers.  Additional  unpaid  children’s  programs  featured  a  Teddy 
Bear  Picnic  on  French’s  Common;  Silk  Screen  A  Dragon  On  Your  T-Shirt, 
which  was  part  of  our  Dragon  Summer  Reading  Club;  Storyland  Costume 
Parade;  Sleepy  Time  Story  Telling;  Storycraft  sessions  for  three  different  age 
groups;  Doll  Houses;  Puppet  Workshops;  Wednesday  afternoon  movies;  Castle 
Building  Contest;  Fingerplays,  a  unique  event  combining  poetry  and  sign  lan¬ 
guage;  Pre-School  Learning  Screening  Orientation  for  Parents;  Thayer  House/ 
Library  Tours;  and  the  ‘I  Read  Fifty  Books’  contest,  etc. 

Heightened  emphasis  on  adult  and  young  adult  programming  resulted  in 
provision  of  Finding  and  Financing  Your  Home;  Planning  Your  Retirement, 
Understanding  Teenagers;  Prevention  of  Child  Abuse;  Water  Pollution;  Scien¬ 
tific  Explorations  Around  the  World;  Poetry  Readings;  and  Martha’s  Vineyard 
Through  the  Years,  etc.  In  addition,  the  free  museum  family  pass  service  fur¬ 
nished  entry  to  the  New  England  Aquarium,  Museum  of  Science,  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  and  the  Boston  Children’s  Muneum.  The  Friends  of  Thayer  Public 
Libraries,  Incorporated,  donated  a  bus  trip  to  the  Boston  Public  Gardens. 

Increased  public  services  were  provided  also  through  more  open  hours 
for  the  main  library.  Beginning  September  2,  1986,  the  main  facility  opened  its 
doors  at  8:30  a.m.  instead  of  9  a.m.,  an  increase  from  61  to  64  hours  per  week  — 
without  a  budgetary  increase  but  through  an  innovative  re-scheduling  of  existing 
staff.  This  measure  was  implemented  to  preclude  loss  of  state  aid  by  complying 
with  a  revised  open-hours  standard  of  the  (State)  Board  of  Library  Commission¬ 
ers. 

Usage  of  the  library  increased  too,  through  the  greater  provision  of  best¬ 
selling  book  titles  via  a  multiple  copy  plan  with  a  book  distributor.  For  resi¬ 
dents  who  were  not  able  to  visit  the  library,  the  partially  reinstated  book-van 
went  to  nursing  homes  throughout  Braintree.  The  van  also  made  regular,  year- 
round  stops  at  the  Senior  Citizen  Center  on  Middle  Street  and  at  neighborhoods 
during  the  summer.  In  addition  to  books,  the  van  delivered  spoken  arts  cassettes 
and  cassette  players. 

Improvement  projects  and  repairs  continued  to  be  pursued  in  fiscal  1987. 
Handicapped  ramps  were  installed  at  the  Watson  Park  Branch;  and,  Annual 
Town  Meeting  approved  additional  funds  for  basement  waterproofing  and  pipe 
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insulation  enhancement  at  the  main  library.  The  former  project  will  correct 
interior  seepage  of  ground  water  during  severe  storms;  it  will  be  implemented 
upon  replacement  of  the  exterior  (street)  Town  drainage  system.  The  latter 
project  commenced  via  a  contractual  engagement  of  a  consultant  to  provide  bid 
specifications  and  supervision.  Further,  a  new  in-ground  fuel  tank  was  installed 
at  main  library  where  water  and  pitch  roof  leaks  were  repaired  without  charge 
in  accordance  with  a  foresighted  10-year  warrantee.  Based  on  Town  Meeting’s 
approval,  a  consultant  was  also  engaged  to  furnish  bid  drawings  and  specifica¬ 
tions  for  the  electrical  upgrade  of  main  library;  and,  a  company  was  hired  to 
finish  the  final  phase  of  the  solar  energy  project  at  the  Watson  Park  Branch 
where  the  1968  electric  heating  system  was  extensively  repaired. 

Active,  concurrent  pursuit  of  projects  was  manifest  in  the  advances  made 
during  fiscal  1987  in  automation  of  the  library.  With  the  help  of  a  grant  from 
the  (State)  Board  of  Library  Commissioners,  Thayer  Public  Library  embarked 
upon  a  crash  conversion  of  bibliographic  records  (converting  “paper”  records 
into  machine-readable  form);  and,  98%  of  book  records  were  converted  that 
will  become  part  of  a  shared  data  base,  comprised  of  holdings  from  20  other 
member  libraries.  Cabling  of  all  Thayer  Public  Library  buildings  for  terminal 
connections  was  completed  and  advance  staff  training  on  computers  had  begun. 
In  short,  during  fiscal  1987  the  library’s  automation  project  was  on  target  and 
within  budget. 

As  fiscal  1987  came  to  a  close,  another  encouraging  development  emerged, 
for  Thayer  Public  Library,  in  the  form  of  impending  library  legislation.  For,  an 
Act  to  Improve  Public  Libraries  passed  the  House  and  Senate  of  Massachusetts. 
When  signed  into  law,  this  Act  will  afford  an  opportunity  to  apply  for  library 
construction/ renovation  grants,  which  could  benefit  the  circa  1953  main  library 
building. 

In  closing,  this  report  has  been  abbreviated  in  keeping  with  Town  guide¬ 
lines;  however,  recognition  must  be  given  the  many  civic-minded  individuals  and 
organizations  whose  assistance  greatly  aided  the  continued  operation  of  the 
Library  and  its  branches.  The  Thayer  Public  Library  wishes  to  thank  all  con¬ 
tributors  for  their  generous  donations  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year.

BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Brain¬ 
tree  for  the  year  1987.

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  the  following  officers 
were  elected: 

Chairman  —  Diane  M.  Williams 
Vice  Chairman  —  Paul  G.  Agnew 
Recording  Secretary  —  Joan  N.  Compton 

Serving  with  them  were:  Janice  Amorosino,  Daniel  J.  Candura,  Francis  J. 
Curtis  and  Terence  W.  Lynn. 

School  Reorganization:  Due  to  increased  enrollment  at  the  elementary 
school  level,  the  Eldridge  School  was  reopened  in  September  1986  to  house  the 
Morrison  and  Ross  Kindergarten  classes  and  the  Monatiquot  School  provided 
space  for  three  Lakeside  kindergarten  classes. 

A  School  Reorganization  Committee,  comprised  of  principals  and  parent 
representatives  from  each  of  the  five  elementary  school  districts,  held  many 
meetings  to  formulate  plans  to  create  six  elementary  school  districts  for  Septem¬ 
ber  1987  when  the  Monatiquot  School  reopens.  To  assist  the  committee,  a 
parent  survey  was  disseminated  to  all  parents  requesting  their  input  in  order  to 
formulate  a  fair  and  equitable  reorganization  plan. 

School  Committee  considered  five  alternative  plans  prepared  by  the 
School  Reorganization  Committee.  At  several  School  Committee  meetings  dis¬ 
cussions  were  held  regarding  redistricting  plans  where  all  residents  were  given 
the  opportunity  to  share  their  concerns  and  to  propose  their  recommendations. 

School  Committee,  after  much  consideration,  voted  on  a  plan  that, 

—  provided  kindergarten  programs  in  four  of  the  six  elementary  schools, 
retaining  the  Eldredge  School  as  a  kindergarten  center  for  children  in 
the  Morrison  and  Ross  school  districts. 

—  provided  a  balanced  distribution  of  children  into  six  contiguous  dis¬ 
tricts  with  excellent  class  sizes  in  all  schools. 

—  provided  classroom  space  for  generic  programs  in  each  school. 

—  has  a  potential,  based  on  projected  elementary  enrollment,  to  be  a 
three  to  five  year  plan. 

The  School  Committee  and  administration  are  very  grateful  to  the  parents 
and  principals  who  spent  many,  many  hours  reviewing  and  analyzing  all  the  sup¬ 
port  material.  Through  their  dedication  and  determination,  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee  received  the  most  viable  plans  for  redistricting  the  elementary  population. 
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Student  Representatives:  As  in  the  past,  five  (5)  Braintree  High  School 
students  were  elected  to  serve  as  student  representatives  to  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee,  namely;  George  Keegan,  Carl  Lacy,  Melissa  Lynch,  George  Palmer  and 
Daniel  Szecskas. 

The  School  Committee  appreciates  and  values  the  contributions  which 
these  student  representatives  bring  to  discussions  pertaining  to  matters  of  mutual 
interest  and  concern. 

School  Committee  Meetings:  In  1987  twenty-six  (26)  official  meetings 
were  conducted.  In  addition,  numerous  other  subcommittee  meetings  were 
held.  These  included: 

Central  Administration  Business  Study  Committee:  Paul  Agnew,  Chair¬ 
man  Committee  Members;  Janice  Amorosino,  Joan  N.  Compton 

After  Carefully  reviewing  the  pilot  program  established  in  October,  1987 
for  the  Central  Business  Office,  it  was  the  recommendation  of  this  subcommit¬ 
tee  that,  due  to  a  change  in  office  personnel,  that  the  Accounts  Receivable  and 
Accounts  Payable  managerial  positions  be  combined  into  one  position,  namely; 
Accounts  Manager,  and  that  a  new  position  of  Business  Office  Clerk  be  added. 
The  subcommittee  further  reported  that  they  were  impressed  with  the  personal 
growth  of  this  staff  and  stated  that  the  reorganization  was  effective  and  func¬ 
tioning  smoothly. 

Town  Water  Conservation  Committee:  Mr.  Paul  Agnew,  School  serves  as 
Committee  representative.  Each  year  students  in  science  classes  discuss  the 
water  resources  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  practical  methods  of  conserving 
this  valuable  resource  using  data  and  curriculum  materials  provided  by  the 
Water  and  Sewer  Commission.  This  water  conservation  program  for  all  public 
school  students  is  a  collaborative  effort  of  the  Town  Water  and  Sewer  Conser¬ 
vation  Committee  and  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  Joan  Compton  serves  as  School  Committee 
representative.  The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses  taken 
by  teachers  can  earn  credit  towards  the  teachers’  professional  advancement. 

Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council:  Mrs.  Janice  Amorosino  serves  a 
School  Committee  representative.  This  committee,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  has  been  evaluating  our  present  kindergarten 
programs  and  researching  the  development  of  new  early  childhood  programs. 

School  Advisory  Board:  During  the  school  year  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  school  administration  meet  monthly  with  representatives  of 
Parent-Teacher  Organizations. 

Parks  &  Playground  Board:  Mr.  Francis  Curtis  serves  as  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  representative  on  this  board. 
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School  Improvement  Councils:  Under  the  guidelines  of  the  Public  School 
Improvement  Act  of  1985,  Chapter  188,  Councils  have  been  established  at  the 
elementary,  middle  and  high  school  levels.  Members  of  the  School  Committee 
serve  on  the  following  Councils:

Middle  School  Evaluation:  Upon  completion  of  the  evaluation  and 
accreditation  process  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
at  the  East  and  South  Middle  Schools  with  very  beneficial  results,  the  Elemen¬ 
tary  Schools  have  initiated  the  first  step  of  the  evaluation  process. 


Town  of  Braintree  350th  Anniversary  Celebration:  Mrs.  Joan  Compton 
serves  as  the  School  Committee  representative  on  this  committee. 

Fiscal  Year  1988  School  Budget 

In  May  1987  Town  Meeting  approved  a  School  Budget  for  the  1988  fiscal 
year  in  a  total  amount  of  $18,971,276.  as  presented  by  the  School  Committee. 
This  is  an  increase  of  10.83%  due  to  salary  increases,  costs  incurred  to  reopen 
the  Monatiquot  School  in  September  1987  and  substantial  increases  in  special 
needs  programs. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  Town  Meeting  support 
to  public  education. 

In  1987  the  Braintree  School  Committee  considered  many  other  matters 
which  are  described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings. 
Because  of  space  constraints,  this  Annual  Report  for  1987  provides  information 
on  only  a  few  matters  of  major  concern  and  mutual  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  is  most  noteworthy  in  the  history  of 
the  Braintree  Public  Schools  for  the  reopening  of  the  Monatiquot  School  as  a 
kindergarten  through  grade  five  elementary  school.  As  a  result  of  the  teamwork 
and  cooperation  of  all  town  departments  and  the  competent  services  of  many 
support  personnel,  Principal  Louise  Moline,  with  a  new  staff  and  an  enthusiastic 
organization  of  parents,  welcomed  two  hundred  and  fifty  children  into  a  com¬ 
pletely  refurbished  school. 

With  this  additional  facility  on  line,  class  sizes  throughout  the  elementary 
grades  are  excellent,  and  much  needed  spaces  are  now  available  for  specialized 
programs.

SOME  SCHOOL  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  elementary  pupils  continue  to  benefit  from  enrichment  programs 
funded  through  the  Parents  Arts  Collaborative  Committee  in  Braintree,  School 
Improvement  Councils,  and  Parent/Teacher  Organizations.  Marc  Brown,  the 
author  and  illustrator  of  Arthur  books,  shared  his  writing  and  illustrating  experi¬ 
ences  with  children  at  the  Ross  School.  He  demonstrated  through  the  use  of 
slides  the  preparation  of  a  book  for  publication,  drew  pictures  of  his  favorite 
characters,  read  to  students,  and  autographed  books  for  the  prospective  authors 
in  his  audience. 

Black  History  Month  was  recognized  in  our  schools  with  bulletin  board 
displays,  essay  contests  on  famous  Black  Americans,  and  field  trips.  The 
METCO  staff  presented  informative  programs  and  helped  immensely  in  teaching 
all  our  young  people  about  the  diverse  cultures  and  heritages  that  contribute  to 
the  fabric  of  America. 

The  Gerwick  Puppeteers  performed  “Winter  Magic”  for  Eldridge  and  Ross 
pupils.  Part  of  this  presentation  was  the  sharing  of  ideas  for  creating  puppet 
characters,  writing  dialogue,  and  developing  imaginative  stories. 
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In  another  elementary  program,  native  Americans  described  the  customs 
and  lifestyles  of  our  earliest  settlers  in  the  Plimoth  Colony  and  of  their  own 
ancestors  in  the  colonial  period  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Lakeside  Elementary  School  field  trip  program  is  illustrative  of  the 
support  parent/teacher  organizations  give  to  our  schools  throughout  Braintree.

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCILS 

Each  school  in  the  Braintree  Public  School  System  has  a  School  Improve¬ 
ment  Council  under  Chapter  188.  Chaired  by  the  principal,  each  council  con¬ 
sists  of  teachers,  parents,  and  a  community  representative.  This  program 
provides  approximately  ten  dollars  per  pupil  to  each  school’s  Council  which 
then  determines  how  the  funds  can  best  be  used  to  enrich  and  improve  the 
school’s  curriculum. 


HEALTH  AND  HUMAN  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Health  and  Human  Development  teachers  and  the  nurses  in  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Public  Schools  have  developed  outstanding  programs  for  students  in  all  our 
grades.  Teaching  young  people  to  make  the  right  decisions  when  confronted 
with  harmful  substances,  such  as  alcohol  and  tobacco,  is  the  major  focus  of  all 
of  these  programs.  In  addition,  there  are  well  organized  programs  which  stress 
proper  diets,  the  benefits  of  exercise  and  adequate  rest,  and  proper  care  of  the 
body  and  teeth. 

DRUG  AND  ALCOHOL  ABUSE  PROGRAMS 


Town-wide  Committee:  Joyce  Allen,  one  of  three  Health  and  Human 
Development  teachers,  is  chairman  of  the  Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs 
Committee  for  the  Town  of  Braintree.  This  group  is  composed  of  administrators 
and  teachers  from  Thayer  Academy,  Archbishop  Williams  High  School,  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi  Parochial  School,  and  the  Braintree  Public  Schools.  Clergy 
from  several  churches  and  representatives  from  the  Police  Department,  as  well 
as  parents,  also  serve  as  members.  Programs  developed  by  the  Committee  focus 
on  the  elimination  of  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  at  all  levels.  An  important  part  of 
the  work  of  the  Committee  is  to  engender  support  from  the  community  to  fund 
these  programs  and  workshops  for  the  training  of  parents  and  personnel  in  our 
schools.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  provides  grants  to  communities 
with  Alliance  Against  Drugs  Committees,  and  the  Braintree  Committee  will 
receive  in  excess  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  over  the  next  three  years. 
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CURRICULUM 


Teachers  and  administrators  at  all  levels  participate  in  curriculum  revision 
projects.  In  1987  committees  addressed  important  subjects,  such  as  the  impact 
of  interruptions  on  children  who  leave  their  regular  education  classrooms  to  re¬ 
ceive  remedial  assistance  from  specialists  or  to  receive  instrumental  music  in¬ 
struction.  Many  participate  in  pilot  programs  which  review  new  textbooks  for 
possible  adoption  into  the  curriculum. 

The  impact  of  computers  on  the  curriculum  is  now  very  evident.  Strong 
leadership  from  the  Director  of  Computer  Services  and  the  curriculum  directors 
has  resulted  in  very  effective  programs  at  the  high  school  level.  Teachers  of 
English,  social  studies,  science,  mathematics,  art,  technology,  and  special  needs 
utilize  the  computer  to  teach  the  curriculum.  Presently  there  are  ten  computer 
laboratories  used  for  teaching  at  Braintree  High  School  —  Basic,  Pascal,  Cobol; 
Introduction  to  Word  Processing;  Word  Star,  Lotus  1,  2  and  3;  DiBase  III; 
Pascal  Problem  Solving,  Autocad,  and  English  Composition.  “Stand-alone” 
computers  are  located  in  science,  mathematics,  and  social  studies  classrooms. 
The  faculty  are  to  be  commended  for  the  large  number  who  have  availed  them¬ 
selves  of  inservice  training  to  become  proficient  in  computer  usage  and  applica¬ 
tions. 


SCHOOL  EVALUATION  AND  ACCREDITATION 

A  major  goal  of  the  middle  schools,  the  evaluation  and  accreditation  of 
East  and  South  Middle  Schools  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges,  was  accomplished  in  1987.  The  self-evaluation  of  all  programs  and 
services  by  the  staff  in  each  school,  of  itself,  was  a  very  beneficial  process.  Visit¬ 
ing  committees  composed  of  educators  evaluated  the  schools  in  November  and 
produced  very  useful  reports  containing  commendations  and  recommendations 
for  follow-up  action  by  administrators  and  staff.  Both  visiting  committees 
commended  the  preparation  work  done  by  all  of  the  Braintree  personnel  in  both 
schools.  Braintree  will  be  one  of  few  communities  in  New  England  to  have 
undergone  such  scrutiny  when  the  elementary  school  evaluations  are  completed 
next  year. 

At  the  elementary  level,  all  members  of  the  professional  and  support  staff 
prepare  for  the  evaluation  and  accreditation  of  their  schools  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  by  serving  on  school  self-evaluation  commit¬ 
tees.  The  visiting  committees  will  be  doing  on-site  evaluations  over  the  next  year 
and  a  half. 

When  this  program  has  been  completed,  Braintree  will  be  one  of  a  select 
group  in  New  England  to  have  all  of  its  schools  evaluated  and  accredited  by 
NEASC.  Braintree  High  School  has  been  a  member  of  NEASC  since  1944  and 
was  most  recently  revisited  for  accreditation  in  1984.

The  District  School  Committee  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  first 
and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  Administrative  Office  at  the  Regional 
School,  800  Randolph  Street,  Canton,  MA.  Mr.  William  T.  Buckley  and  Mr. 
Ronald  Di  Guilio  presided  as  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  respectively;  Mr. 
William  J.  Carr,  Esq.  of  Randolph  as  Counsel  and  Mr.  Gerard  A.  Baker  as  Treas¬ 
urer  with  Mr.  Donald  Di  Fiore  as  Deputy  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Wilfrid  J.  Savoie  of 
Norwood  as  the  Superintendent-Director. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  has  consistently  offered  quality 
vocational  education  programs  to  the  residents  in  our  area  during  the  past 
twenty-one  years. 


During  1987  the  following  numbers  of  students  availed  themselves  of 
Vocational  Education  under  the  auspices  of  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical 
School  District:

The  Adult  Evening  Program  also  continues  on  a  self-supporting  basis  with 
an  average  cost  of  $95.00  per  course.  A  substantial  increase  in  evening  adult 
enrollment  was  realized  during  1987. 

The  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  provided  many  services  and  com¬ 
pleted  many  projects  during  1987  for  the  seven  (7)  towns  in  the  District.  The 
savings  to  the  Town  Departments  was  approximately  $35,000.  The  school  also 
provided  many  services  for  the  residents  and  civic  groups  in  the  region  at  a  sav¬ 
ings  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
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The  Auto  Body  Department  completed  over  thirty-five  jobs.  Among  the 
many  jobs  was  the  refurbishing  of  fire  trucks  for  the  Towns  of  Avon  and  Ran¬ 
dolph.  Also,  work  was  done  on  a  van  for  the  Westwood  Council  on  Aging.  The 
Electrical  Department  completed  over  thirty-five  projects,  including  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  outside  construction  program  in  Braintree.  John  Lentine,  a  Junior 
in  the  Electrical  Department  from  Norwood,  won  a  Silver  Medal  in  the  National 
V.I.C.A.  (Vocational  Industrial  Club  of  America)  Competition.

The  Structural  Wood  Department  completed  over  ninety  projects,  includ¬ 
ing  new  house  construction  in  Braintree,  stretcher  boards  for  the  Town  of 
Canton  Fire  Department,  began  vinyl  siding  of  the  facia  on  the  Blue  Hills  school 
and  many  other  projects  beneficial  to  the  District.  The  Metal  Fabrication  De¬ 
partment  completed  over  sixty  projects,  including  a  new  gate  for  the  Canton 
dump  tmck,  worked  on  an  Avon  and  Holbrook  fire  truck,  fabricated  steel  boxes 
for  the  Braintree  Park  Department  and  aluminum  plates  for  signs  for  the 
Dedham  Police  Department. 

The  Graphic  Arts  Department  completed  over  two  hundred  and  sixty-five 
projects  this  year.  All  Towns  benefitted  from  the  work  performed  by  this 
Department.  The  local  School  Departments  and  Town  Offices  were  the  greatest 
recipients  of  this  service.  The  Towns  saved  well  over  $25,000.  The  Graphic 
Arts  Department  was  also  fortunate  in  having  Kevin  Potcner  from  Holbrook,  a 
1987  graduate,  as  the  Gold  Medal  Winner  in  the  National  V.I.C.A.  (Vocational 
Industrial  Club  of  America)  Competition,  making  him  the  best  Graphic  Arts 
student  in  the  counrty. 

Machine  Shop  completed  many  projects.  A  number  of  these  were  main¬ 
tenance  projects  for  the  Various  Town  Departments,  such  as  valves  and  thermos¬ 
tat  housings  for  the  Braintree  Fire  Department,  and  threaded  bolts  for  the 
Braintree  Electrical  Department,  at  a  savings  of  many  dollars.  The  Culinary  Arts 
Department,  through  the  restaurant  the  Chateau  de  Bleu,  and  the  bakery  sales, 
was  able  to  serve  thousands  of  people.  Many  senior  citizens  and  the  handi¬ 
capped  took  advantage  of  the  services.  There  were  approximately  8,700  meals 
served  at  a  minimal  cost  to  the  public.  The  Bakery  Department  generated  ap¬ 
proximately  $25,000  in  revenue  through  the  bake  sales.  Included  in  this  revenue 
was  our  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  Bake  Sale  where  over  1500  pies  and  800  dozen 
rolls  were  sold.  During  Christmas,  Culinary  held  another  bake  sale  where  160 
pastry  trays,  150  dozen  rolls  and  100  coffee  rings  were  sold. 

The  Health  Services  Department  served  the  Community  through  their 
participation  in  the  Externship  Program  at  Norwood  Hospital,  the  West  Roxbury 
Veterans’  Administration  Hospital,  the  New  England  Sinai  Hospital,  the  Milton 
Hospital  and  a  new  program  where  students  visited  and  assisted  senior  citizens 
who  live  in  their  own  apartments.  This  program  is  run  by  H.E.S.S.C.O.  (Health 
and  Social  Services  Consortium,  Inc.).  The  students  and  instructors  received 
praise  from  the  directors  and  local  State  Representatives.  We  also  started  our 
first  Day  Care  Clinic  which  was  an  enormous  success.  There  were  twenty-four 
children  who  participated  and  both  the  community  and  our  students  benefitted 
tremendously  from  this  experience. 
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The  Basic  Electronics  Department  provided  video  and  television  produc¬ 
tions.  They  also  installed  a  speaker  system  at  Canton  High  School  for  students’ 
use.  The  Advertising  Art  and  Design  Department,  Air  Conditioning  and  Refrig¬ 
eration  Department,  Auto  Repair  Department,  Data  Processing  Department  and 
Drafting  Department  were  not  directly  involved  in  community  and  municipal 
projects  but  were  supportive  in  each  area  where  their  services  were  needed.  The 
swimming  pool  is  used  as  part  of  our  physical  education  program  by  day,  and  in 
the  afternoons,  evenings  and  weekends  it  is  available  for  the  residents  of  our 
seven  towns.  The  pool  activities  include:  beginners,  intermediate  and  advanced 
levels  of  swimming,  water  safety  instruction,  senior  lifesaving  instruction  and 
scuba  diving. 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  is  indebted  to  our  local  School 
Committees,  Superintendents  of  Schools,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  members  and  local  Advisory  Board  members  who  so  ably  assisted  with 
their  continued  and  dedicated  support  in  1987. 

To  the  citizens  of  the  seven  member  towns,  the  parents  and  the  town 
meeting  members,  who  by  their  vote  of  confidence  have  provided  quality  vo¬ 
cational  and  technical  training  for  our  regional  youth,  we  are  deeply  grateful.

Interest  earned  income  of  1986  which  amounted  to  $1,032,417.21,  com¬ 
pared  to  $1,307,270.37  for  1987,  showed  increase  of  $274,853.16  despite  con¬ 
tinued  delay  of  three  (3)  months  by  the  Assessors  in  providing  tax  bills  to  the 
tax  payers.  Funds  have  been  available  in  the  Treasurer’s  office  beyond  the  May 
and  November  dead  lines  for  the  past  five  (5)  years,  but  not  for  the  extended 
period  that  has  been  required.  This  has  caused  unnecessary  borrowing  with 
additional  cost,  as  well  as  lost  interest  revenue  from  investments.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the 
following  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds 
and  securities  of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them,  and  expend 
therefrom  monies  as  directed  by  the  Commissioners.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish 
a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trust,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute 
the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  of  the 
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funds  and  their  investments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same, 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expen¬ 
ditures. 

Regular  posted  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book.

For  the  second  time  in  three  years  each  and  every  parcel  in  our  town 
(12,293)  has  been  assessed  at  full  and  fair  market  value.  While  state  law  man¬ 
dates  that  the  revaluation  occur  every  three  years,  the  Assessors  chose  to  revalue 
one  year  earlier  than  required  in  order  to  save  substantial  contract  costs,  as  well 
as  to  indicate  more  fairly  the  rising  property  values.  As  a  result,  the  value  of 
all  property  within  Braintree  has  been  certified  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
at  a  total  over  $2.5  billion,  which  represents  a  one  billion  dollar  increase  in  less 
than  two  years. 

The  Assessors’  goal  now  is  to  maintain  all  values  as  close  to  full  and  fair 
cash  value  as  possible.  Updating  of  values  and  further  property  inspections  are 
well  under  way  for  Fiscal  Year  89. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  holds  open  meetings  in  the  evenings  on  a  regularly 
scheduled  basis  to  be  available  to  answer  any  questions  which  taxpayers  may 
have  reqarding  their  valuation  or  the  operation  of  this  office. 

It  is  interesting,  and  perhaps  even  distressing,  to  note  that  there  are  740 
parcels  of  tax  exempt  properties  in  the  Town  of  Braintree.  This  currently  does 
not  include  the  recent  transfer  of  General  Dynamic  Ship  Yard,  long  fought  over, 
to  these  tax  exempt  rolls  by  virtue  of  their  ownership  by  Mass  Water  Resources, 
a  state  agency. 

In  the  future  the  Board  of  Assessors  will  encourage  such  tax  exempt  or¬ 
ganizations  to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Town  of  Braintree  for  payments 
in  lieu  of  tax  to  compensate  for  a  portion  of  this  revenue  loss.
